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compromise  agreement 
worked  out  between  Ukud  and 
Labour  yesterday  will  likely  be 
signed  this. morning,  ending  the 
rotation  crisis  which  has  he/d  up 
the  formation  of  a  new  govern¬ 
ment  under  Yitzhak  Shamir. 

President  Herzog  is  to  charge

Late  last  night  the  Likud  leaders 
were  reported  to  have  accepted  the 
■principle  that  any  change  in  the 


.function  of  ministers  or  deputy 
.  ministers  will  be  subject  to  the  joint 
approval  of  the  premier  and  the  vice 
premier. 

Political  observers  were  agreed  last 
night  that  Labour  had  little  choice 
yesterday  but  to  agree  quickly  to 
some  face-saving  formula,  when  it 
became  inevitable  that  Herzog 
would  entrust  Shamir  with  the 
formation  of  the  next  government, 
whether  Labour  joined  in  the  recom¬ 
mendation  or  sot. 

By  mid-day  63  MKs,  including  the 
religious  parties,  Tehiya,  Ometz, 
and  Tami,  were  behind  Shamir, 
more  than  the  minimal  number  he 
needed. 

■  When  Labour  realized  this,  there 


was  a:$udden  rush  to  find  a  way  out 
of  the  impasse.  MK  Dan  Metidor  of 
the  Likud  and  cabinet  secretary 
Yosef  Beilin  (whose  proposed 
appointment  as  ambassador  to 
Washington  was  the  main  bone  of 
contention)  finally  phrased  the  com¬ 
promise,  which  was  approved  at  a 
brief  meeting  between  Shamir  and 
Peres  later  that  afternoon.  (See  com¬ 
promise  agreement) 

On  this  note  of  optimism  a  Labour 
contingent  headed  by  party 
secretary-general  Uzi  Barara  called 
on  the  president  yesterday  evening 
and  recommended  that  he  impose 
the  task  of  forming  the  government 
on  the  Likud.

The  attack  on  the  soldiers  and 
their  families  near  the  Dung  Gate  as 
they  were  leaving  the  ceremony  kil¬ 
led  one  person  and  Injured  70. 

The  police  inquiry  revealed  that 
the  Givati  unit  commanders  on  duty 
in  the  parking  lot  where  the  attack 
took  place  were  called  away.to  orga¬ 
nize  the  soldiers  in  unit  formations, 
just  before  the  attack.  Jerusalem 
police  commander  Tar-Nhzav  Yosef 
Yehudai  said  that  bad  they  remained 
there,  this  in  itself  might  not  have 
prevented  the  attack.  • 

IDF  sources  charged  that  respon¬ 
sibility  for  security  tell  on  the  police 
for  the  entire  ceremony,  but  a  police 
spokesman  countered  that  the  police 
were  there  only  to  direct  traffic. 


The  IDF  has  set  up  its  own  inquiry 
to  look  into  the  intideni,  but  military 
Officials  maintained  that  this  W3S 
done  as  a  “matter  of  course"  and  not 
because  specific  failings  were  sus¬ 
pected. 

Privately,  however,  senior  milit¬ 
ary  sources  told  The  Post  that  “this , 
was  an  inddent  that  should  not  have  i 
happened/’  Swearing-in  ceremonies 
at  the  Wall  had  become  routine,  they  | 
pointed  out,  with  large  concentra¬ 
tions  of  recruits  congregating  repe-

Israeli  air  and  sea  forces  were 
conducting  a  massive  search  early 
this  momipg  for  a  pilot  missing  after 
a  Phantom  jet  was  downed  during  an 
attack  on  Fatah  bases  in  south  Leba¬ 
non  yesterday.  A  second  member  of 
the  plane's  crew  was  rescued  in  a 
daring  mission  90  minutes  after  the 
plane  crashed. 

An  unconfirmed  report  from  the 
Reuter  news  agency  in  Beirut  yester¬ 
day  said  that  one  of  the  pilots  was 
killed  by  anti-aircraft  fire  after  bail¬ 
ing  out. 

Tat-Aluf  Ephraim  Lapid,  the 
chief  IDF  spokesman,  said  last  night 
that  “the  Israel  Defence  Forces  will 
not  rest  until  we  have  recovered  the 
missing  man." 

News  of  the  plane’s  downing  was 
beld  up  by  the  military  censor  for 
eight  hours,  while  Israeli  forces  con¬ 
ducted  seardies  for  the  misting  pilot. 

The  IAF  raid  was  carried  out  by 
four  aircraft  against  a  pro-Arafat 
terror  base  according  to  foreign 
sources.  The  base  is  four  kilometres 
southeast  of  Sidon. 

The  plane  was  probably  hit  by  a 
SA-7  shoulder-held  missile  during 
the  raid  on  the  terrorist  positions  at 
Mardousba^...; 

The  rescued  pilot  was  treated  at 
Haifa’s  Rambam  Hospital  and  re¬ 
leased  last  night. 

Four  Palestinians  were  killed  in 
the  air  raid,  according  to  first  reports 
reaching  Israel. 

The  raid  followed  the  grenade 
attack  on  Wednesday  night  at  the 
Dung  Gate  in  Jerusalem's  Old  City. 
One  person  was  killed  and  70  were 
mjured  in  that  terror  attack. 

Because  the  terrorists  were  ex¬

was  directed  at  the  Israeli  planes.  It 
was  not  known  for  certain  last  night 
what  had  downed  the  Phantom. 

After  the  plane  was  shot  down, 
Israeli  helicopters  and  snips 
mounted  a  massive  search,  as 
Palestinian,  Syrian  and  Lebanese 
fighters' raced  to  the  area  to  try  to 
capture  the  airmen. 

One  pilot  was  rescued,  and 
brought  back  to  Israel  hanging  on 
the  undercarriage  of  a  Cobra  heli¬ 
copter,  which  flew  only  a  few  feet 
above  the  ground.  The  fete  of  the 
second  pilot  was  not  known  early 
this  morning. 

Israel  issued  a  stern  warning  last 
night  to  the  Shi’ite  Amal  militia  in 


South  Lebanon  not  to  harm  the 
missing  pilot.  Israel  also  made  clear 
that  it  expected  Amal  to  return  the 
pilot  if  he  fell  into  the  militia’s  hands. 

Amal  issued  conflicting  state¬ 
ments  yesterday  on  the  fate  of  the 
crewmen  -  claiming  it  had  captured 
both,  denying  it  was  holding  them, 
and  saving  one  had  been  captured 
while  the  other  had  landed  dead. 

According  to  news  agency  reports 
from  Sidon.  reporters  and  photo¬ 
graphers  saw  the  plane  explode  in 
mid-air.  It  then  crashed  in  a  ball  of 
fire  in  a  valley  between  the  towns  of 
Mardoiisheh  and  Tambourit. 

An  agency  reporter  saw  the  plane 
wreckage  smouldering  from  a  50- 
metre  distance  90  minutes  after  the 
crash.  Amal  militiamen  cordoned 
the  immediate  vicinity  and  refused 
to  allow  newsmen  or  photographers 
to  get  closer. 

Israeli  jets  returned  shortly  before 
nightfall  to  strafe  the  area  where  the 
two  pilots  landed.  An  Amal  spokes- ' 
man  said  five  militiamen  were 
wounded  in  the  strafing  runs. 

Beirut-based  radio  stations 
claimed  last  night  that  Israeli  res¬ 
cuers  had  landed  in  the  Sidon  region 
behind  massive  gunboat  bombard¬ 
ment  at  nightfall  in  an  attempt  to 
rescue  the  remaining  pilot. 

They  said  Israeli  gunboats  illumin¬ 
ated  the  city  and  its  environs  with 
powerful  projectors  and  flares  after 
nightfall.  The  highways  linking  the 
city  with  northern  and  southern 
Lebanon  were  also  lit  up,  they 
added. 

“Residents  of  Sidon  and  its  sur¬ 
roundings  were  instructed  to  black 
out  their  house  windows  and  motor¬ 
ists  were  asked  to  drive  at  night  with 
their  lights  out,”  the  spokesman 
said. 


Bank  Leumi  to  slash  salaries

TEL  AVIV.  -  Bank  Leumi 
announced  yesterday  that  it  would 
cut  the  salaries  of  its  top  officers  and 
pare  its  upper  management. 

The  decision  came'  as  the  Knesset 
Finance  Committee  demanded  full 
details  of  the  salaries  and  other  com¬ 
pensation  for  top  executives  at  tbe 
country’s  commercial  banks. 

Leumi  said  the  cutbacks  would 
include  a  sharp  redaction  in  the 
severance  compensation  paid  for¬ 
mer  chairman  Ernest  Japhet  -  which 
was  reportedly  $5  million  -  when  he 
was  forced  to  resign  earlier  this  year. 


following  the  Beiski  Report  oo  the 
bank  share  crisis. 

•  Earlier  in  the  day  Japhet’s  office 
was  invaded  by  dozens  of  staff  work¬ 
ers  demanding  he  cut  his  remaining 
connections  with  the  bank  and  re¬ 
turn  the  compensation. 

Nonetheless,  Leumi  insisted  that 
the  decisions  taken  yesterday  by  its 
board  at  a  five-hour  meeting  were  in 
no  way  connected  with  the  con¬ 
troversy  that  arose  last  week  on 
bankers’  salaries.  The  bank  said  the 
decision  was  the  culmination  of 
several  months’  discussion. 

It  offered  no  details  on  the  size  of 
tbe  planned  salary  cuts,  but  it  did  say 
100  senior  management  positions 
from  the  rank  of  assistant  general 


manager  upwards  would  be  elimin¬ 
ated. 

.  This,  the  bank  said,  would  be 
accomplished  in  the  main,  through 
voluntary  early  retirements, 
although  some  executives  might  be 
compelled  to  leave.  The  top  25  offic¬ 
ers  at  Leumi  are  on  personal  con¬ 
tracts  and  have  no  union  protection. 

Meanwhile,  the  Knesset  Finance 
Committee  agreed  that  its  chairman,

Dung  Gate  -  crowds  pour  in,  business  as  usual

Tbere  were  more  Israeli  casualties 
in  Wednesday  night’s  grenade  attack 
outside  the  walls  of  the  Old  City  of 
Jerusalem  than  in  the  battle  inside 
the  walls  during  the  Six  Day  War. 
-  But  only  12  hours  after  the  attack, 
which  left  one  dead  and  70  injured, 
there  was  little  to  indicate  that  any- 

Few  in  the  crowed  pouring 
through  the  Dtutg  Gate  glanced  at 
the  Border  Police  jeep  and  the  small 
knot  of  photographers  gathered 
around  the  pavement  200  metres 
-downslope,  still  stained  with  blood 
despite  a  hosing  down. 

Life  was  going  on  normally  after 
the  major  terrorist  inddent  on  the 
approaches  to  the  Western  Wall  and 
fust.  100  metres  from  the  Temple 
-Mount  Far  lesser  events  in  tbe  past 
had  been  followed  by  curfews  and 


mob  attacks. 

Tbe  Arab  shops  directly  opposite 
Dung  Gate  had  shut,  but  Arab 
baigele  pushcart  vendors  were  doing 
a  thriving  business  in  the  gateway. 
Four  Arab  youths  in  their  late  teens 

-  the  kind  normally  rounded  up  for 
questioning  after  a  terrorist  incident 

-  were  casually  looking  at  tbe  rite 
and  dismissing  the  incident  as  Jewish 
worshippers  walked  past  them. 

An  Arab  taxi  driver  parking  oppo¬ 
site  the  gate  looked  suprised  when 
asked  whether  he  did  not  fear 
harassment 'following  the  inddent. 
“What  inddent?”  he  asked.  He  bad 
not  herird  the  radio,  he  said,  and  he 
normally  parked  at  the  taxi  stand  on 
Saladin  Street.  “These  crazy  people 
come  from  outride  and  do  something 
and  then  people  say  ^AIl  Arabs  are 
no  gpod.’  You  and  I,  hdbibi ,  want  to 
live  in  peace,  they  should  let  us.” 

Border  Police  were  still  searching 


for  evidence  in  the  rabble-filled  lot 
from  which  the  grenades  had  been 
thrown.  A  low  wall  had  apparently, 
given  the  assailants  cover.  It  would 
have  been  easy  for  the  assailants  to. 
disappear  in  the  darkness  among  the 
olive  trees  and  single-storey  houses 
on  the  slope  above  the  Kidron  Val¬ 
ley. 

A  middle-aged  Israeli  passing  the 
blast  scene  grasped  a  stranger’s 
wrist.  “We  bad  it  coining  to  us.  Nu, 
ask  me  why.  Because  were  too  easy 
with  them.  Give  them  a  finger  and 
they  take  an  arm.”

raises  questions

Can  the  state  register  different  categories  of  Jews?  Should  Christians 
and  Moslems  be  identified  as  such  on  their  identity  cards?  And,  perhaps 
.  strangest  of  all,  are  the  Habad  Hassidim  collaborating  with  the  Reform 
Movement? 

These  were  just  some  of -the  questions  that  arose  yesterday  during 
rather  heated  proceedings  before  foe  High  Court  of  Justice,  dealing  with 
the  request  of  Shoshana  Miller,  a  Reform  convert  to  Judaism,  to  be 
registered  as  a  Jew  by  the  Interior  Ministry. 

As  a  result  of  Miller's  petition,  the  Interior  Ministry  decided  that 
converts  to  Judaism  of  whatever  branch  -  Orthodox,  Conservative  dr 
Reform  -  would  be  registered  as  “Jew  (convert)”  on  their  identity  card. 

The  move  drew  bitter  criticism  not  only  from  the  Reform  Movement, 
.which  is  backing  Miller,  but  from  a  wide  spectrum  of  Orthodox  and 
uitra-Orthodox  rabbis-  The  latter  objected  to  the  “stigmatization"  of 
converts,  and  to  the  apparent  lumping  together  of  Orthodox  and 
non- Orthodox  converts. 

Among  the  most  bitter  critics  were  the  Habad  Hassidim.  At  one  point, 
yesterday,  one  of  the  Habad  spectators,  Rabin  Shmuel  Hefer,  chairman, 
of  the  Committee  for  the  Integrity  of  the  Jewisb  People,  leaned  forward  to 
pass  a  note  to  Rabbi  Richard  HSrsch,  executive  director  of  the  World 
Movement  for  Progressive  Judaism.  The  note,  intended  for  attorney 
Arnold  Spaer,  who  represented  MSJer,  pointed  out  that  the  chief  rabbis 
had  condemned  the  Interior  Ministry  plan. 

Hefer  later  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  that  both  he  and  Hrrech  agreed  that 
there  could  not  be  various  categories  of  Jews.  “Of  course  we  disagree 
about  who  is  a  Jew,”  he  added. 

State  Attorney  Reoato  Yarak  foimd  ft  veiy  rough  going  representing  foe 
Interior  Ministry,  and  faced  a  steady  barrage  of  unsympathetic  questions 
from  Justices  Meir  Shamgar,  Miriam  Ben-Porat  and  Menahem  Hon. 
Shamgar  suggested  a  scenario  in  which  not  only  converts,  but  their 
descendants,  or  perhaps  Sephardim  and  Ashkenazim,  should  be  reg¬ 
istered  as  such  in  their  identity  cards. 

Eton,  himself  an  observant  Jew,  noted  with  irony  Yarak’s  daim  that  an 
“intolerable”  situation  prevails.  It  was  strange,  El  on  noted,  that  he 
himself  had  never  noticed  foe  “intolerable”  situation  during  the  past  39 
years.

Mosaic  find  at  Meroth

The 
buildings  were  in  continuous  use 
until  the  12th  century  when  Meroth 
was  suddenly  abandoned  for  reasons 
still  unknown.  The  site  had  been 
unknown  until  identified  by  Ban  on 
foe  basis  of  written  sources. 

The  mosaic  floor  bears  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  of  a  verse  from  Isaiah,  “Ze’ev 
v’laleh  yir’u  k'ehad "  -  “wolf  and 
lamb  wfl]  graze  together”  -  and 
depictions  of  tbe  animals.  Tbe 
mosaic  was  transferred  this  week  to 
the  Israel  Museum  where  it  will  be 
put  on  display.

Missile  hits 
Iraqi  capital 

BAGHDAD  (AP).  -  A  long-range 
missile  fired  by  Iran  struck  a  residen¬ 
tial  neighbourhood  of  the  Iraqi 
capital  yesterday,  and  fleeing  resi¬ 
dents  said  they  feared  a  number  of 
people  had  been  killed  or  wounded. 

There  was  no  immediate  comment 
from  the  Iraqi  government  on  the 
attack,  the  third  by  Iran  against 
Baghdad  since  August  12. 

Iran's  official  Islamic  Republic 
News  Agency,  monitored  in  Nicosia, 
said  the  surface-to-surface  missile 
was  aimed  at  the  Baghdad  telecom¬ 
munications  centre. 

The  missile’s  powerful  explosion 
set  houses  and  cars  ablaze,  and 
scores  of  ambulances  and  fire  en¬ 
gines  rushed  to  foe  scene.  Later, 
bulldozers  and  trucks  joined  in  the 
rescue  operation. 

The  blast  occurred  at  8:50  p.m. 
when  scores  of  people  were  on  the 
.streets  for  the  Moslem .  weekend 
-holiday;  Friday  is  the  Moslem  Sab¬ 
bath. 

Residents  said  they  saw  a  red  flare 
before  the  explosion  jolted  this  city 
'of  five  million,  sending  thousands  of 
residents  oat  of  their  homes  in  fear.

-  A  Jordanian  ac¬ 
cused  of  plotting  to  Mow  up  an  E)  Al 
j  jet  by  planting  explosives  in  luggage 
carried  by  Ins  girlfriend  said  yester- 
i  day  British  police  who  arrested  him 
threatened  to  turn  him  over  to  Israeli 
j  intelligence  agents. 

Nezar  Hindawi,  34,  also  repeated 
j  his  claim  that  he  believed  there  were 
drugs,  not  explosives,  in  the  hand 
luggage  he  gave  tus  pregnant  Irish 
girlfriend  Anne-Marie  Murphy  be¬ 
fore  she  boarded  the  flight  at  Heath¬ 
row  Airport  on  April  17. 

“There  is  no  danger  smuggling 
drugs,”  Hindawi  said  under  cross- 
examination  at  Old  Bailey  criminal 
court.  “If  she  was  caught,  I  would  go 
straight  to  the  police  and  say  she  had 
nothing  to  do  with  it  She  loved  me.  I 
loved  her." 

Hindawi  surrendered  to  police  the 
day  after  an  El  Al  security  guard 
found  plastic  explosives  and  a  de¬ 
tonator  concealed  in  Murphy’s  hand 
luggage.  It  was  tuned  to  blow  up  the 
Tel  Aviv-bound  plane  with  375  peo¬ 
ple,  including  Murphy,  at  18,000 
metres  over  Austria. 

Significant  contradictions  between 
Murphy's  testimony  and  that  of  Hin- 
dawi  emerged  as  the  prosecution  be¬ 
gan  its  cross-examination. 

Hindawi  was  asked  by  prosecutor 
Roy  Amlot  whether  he  had  intended 
to  get  married  to  Murphy  in  Israel. 

“No,  I  told  her  foe  East  Bank, 

many  times,”  said  Hindawi. 

“So  you’re  saying  she  got  it 
wrong?”  asked  Amlot. 

“Maybe,”  Hindawi  replied,  “I’m 
not  allowed  to  go  to  Israel.” 

In  fact.”  Amlot  continued,  “you 
were  already  married  (to  a  Polish 
woman  named  Barbara).” 

“Yes.” 

“But  you  told  Ann  you  were  di¬ 
vorced,  didn’t  yon?” 

“No,  I  told  her  I  was  separated, 
waiting  for  a  divorce...  I  was  free  to 
marry  her  -  it’s  not  against  my 
religion.” 

Hindawi,  riaiming  he  was  dep¬ 
rived  of  sleep,  said  a  detective  told 
him  that  “Mossad -the  Israeli  intelli¬ 
gence  service  -  had  been  asking  for 
me  officially  and  also  the  Israeli  gov¬ 
ernment  had  asked  officially  for  me 
to  be  taken  there.” 

“He  was  threatening  and  1  was 
very  frightened,”  Hindawi  said. 
“The  conversation  seemed  to  last 
years,  not  hours.  1  was  scared  and 
weak.” 

Testifying  in  his  own  defence  for 
the  second  day,  Hindawi  said  the 
officer  told  him  he  believed  that  Mos¬ 
sad  “have  lots  of  methods  of  punish¬ 
ment- killing  and  so  on.  They  can  get 
any  information  they  want  from  the 
men  they  question.”

Failure  by  Hebrew  University  finance  chiefs  to  quickly 
recognize  the  dangers  posed  by  the  government’s  auster¬ 
ity  policy  were  partly  to  blame  for  the  insitution’s  cash 
crisis,  the  chairman  of  the  university’s  board  of  gov-1 
ernors  has  admitted. 

In  a  memorandum  sent  to  the  board,  chairman  Harvey 
Krueger  said  the  sudden  change  in  the  economic  climate1 
had  a  dramatic  impact. 

Until  July  1985  the  university  had  absorbed  some  of 
the  impact  of  rampant  inflation,  and  the  effects  of  sharp 
cuts  in  government  support,  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
ever-falling  value  of  the  shekel,  he  said. 

By  paying  its  bills  in  local  currency,  while  receiving  a 
considerable  income  in  dollars,  the  university  developed 
“a  major  hedge  against  falling  government  support,”  he 
said.  Krueger,  56,  is  a  U.S,  financier. 

But  this  came  to  an  abrupt  end  wtr  *ie  national  unity 
coalition  instituted  a  tough  new  policy  and' froze  the 
value  of  the  shekel,  wrote  Krueger. 

“Ibis  eliminated  an  important  device  for  protecting 
the  university's  financial  situation.  The  results  were 
quick  to  come  and  dramatic,  though  the  university  was 
slow  to  discover  their  true  extent.” 

The  fust  indication  of  how  serious  the  situation  had ' 
.  become  was  received  at  the  beginning  of  September. 

Then  it  was  learned  that  spending  had  exceeded 
income  by  about  $20  million  in  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  that  by  the  end  of  September  the 
accumulated  deficit  would  reach  its  present  lever  of 
around  $55m. 


As  a  result  the  university's  president  then.  Prof.  Dan 
Patinkm,  resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Prof.  Amnon 
Pazy,  who  heads  an  emergency  committee  armed  with 
“sweeping  powers”  to  pull  the  university  out  of  its 

financial  nose-dive. 

The.  university  is  now  operating  under  a  cut-to-the- 
bone 'budget,  said  Kteuger.  Spending  had  to  be  reduced 
by  at  least  $10tn.  this  year. 

To  achieve  this  the  wages  and  expenses  of  academic 
and  administrative  staff  would  be  chopped  by  10  per  cent 
-“a  severe  sacrifice."  • 

Another  $2m.  would  be  saved  by  reducing  purchases 
of  vital  equipment,  including  computers  ‘Svhich  deeply 
impacts  all  areas  of  study  and  research.” 

Even  with  such  painful  measures,  wrote'Krueger,  the 
austerity  budget  -  reckoned  at  around  $112m.  -  would 
still  leave  an  operating  deficit  of  some  $3m.,  and  was 
itself  based  on  an  estimated  increase  of  $4m.  in  donations 
from  the  university's  world-wide  network  of  supporters. 

In  the  document,  the  chairman  appealed  to  the 
governors  to  launch  a  campaign  to  save  tile  university. 

.He  told  them  that  an  additional  $7m.  must  be  raised 
over  and  above  the  normal  level  of  support  if  a  budget 
deficit  is  to  be  avoided  this  year. 

He  went  on:  “Never  before  has  the  need  been  so 
urgent,  so  profound  as  (it  is)  now. ' 

“...You  must  increase  your  fundraising  activities  sub¬ 
stantially  and  quickly.  You  have  never  before  tailed  our 
great  university.  Make  no  mistake.  This  moment  is  as 
fraught  with  danger  and  as  filled  with  Opportunities  as 
any  in  the  61-year  history  of  the  Hebrew  University.”

Wiesenthal  centre  listing  2,000  war  criminals

LOS  ANGELES.  —  The  Simon 
Wiesenthal  Centre  is  readying  world¬ 
wide  lists  of  some  2,000  alleged 
Nazi  war  criminals  who  settled  in, 
Britain,  Anstralia,  Canada  and 
Sweden,  and  will  shortly  turn  the 
names  over  to  the  authorities  in 
those  countries. 

According  to  Rabbi  Abraham 
Cooper,  associate  dean  of  the  cen¬ 
tre,  50  names  have  already  been 
given  to  Australian  officials,  to  be 
supplemented  by  another  150.  The 
Canadian  list  is  ready,  and  the  names 
of  British  residents  will  be  delivered 
within  a  month,  he  said.

Arab  local  council  heads 
threaten  end  to  services

Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 
NAZARETH.  -  Leaders  of  Israel’s 
Arab  local  councils  are  threatening 
to  shut  down  municipal  services  in  a 
renewed  row  over  financing. 

They  maintain  that  they  have  not 
received  one  agora  of  the  NIS  14 
million  promised  by  the  government 
as  part  of  proposed  restructuring  of 
the  councils' budgets. 

The  proposal,  put  forward  by  In¬ 
terior  Minister  Yitzhak  Peretz  to 
resolve  a  strike  by  all  (he  46  Arab 
local  councils  earlier  this  year,  was 
approved  by  the  Knesset  Finance 
committee  in  August. 

Ir  was  agreed  to  restructure  the 
budgets  of  the  councils  to  eventually 
bring  them  in  line  with  allocations 
given  to  Jewish  local  authorities.

blamed  the  Treasury  for  not  im¬ 
plementing  the  agreement. 

‘‘The  Finance  Ministry  won’t  re¬ 
lease  the  funds,  and  there  is  no 
indication  of  when  the  money  will  be 
forthcoming,”  said  Azaizeh.' 

The  promised  NIS  14  m.  is  in 
addition  to  the  regular  budget  for  the 
1986-87  fiscal  year,  which  the  coun¬ 
cils  have  already  received.  Azaizeh 
said  the  supplementary  funding  was 
needed  for  development  projects  in¬ 
cluding  the  construction  of  roads, 
schools,  public  buildings  and  sewage 
systems. 

The  councils,  he  said,  already - 
have  debts  totalling  over  NIS  15  m. 
“Some  councils  don't  have  enough 
money  to  pay  their  workers,  or  con¬ 
tractors  who  provide  services  like 
garbage  collection.  Rubbish  is  piling 
up  in  the  streets  in  some  villages  and 
there  have  been  strikes  by  em¬ 
ployees  over  non-payment  of  their 
wages,”  he  said.

“I  loved  working  here,  I  loved  the 
subjects  I  dealt  with,”  says  David 
Kimche,  winding  ap  his  six  years  of 
service  as  director-general  of  the 
Foreign  Ministry. 

He  is  not  particularly  happy  at  the 
manner  of  his  retirement  by  nis  poli¬ 
tical  bosses  but,  as  always,  is  re¬ 
served  and  understated  in  criticism: 
“Bitterness?  Era  a  realist.  I  knew  I 
would  be  leaving,  and  I  take  it  in 
good  stride.  I  am  thankful  for  the  six 
wonderful  years.  Bat  I  had  hoped 
that  I  would  receive  slightly  longer 
advance  notice.” 

He  is  undear  what  he  will  be  doing 
in  the  coming  years  but  is  firm  about 
having  “no  intention  to  sit  at  home 
to  tend  my  garden,”  though  he  con¬ 
cedes  that  retired  English  civil  ser¬ 
vants  often  do  just  that.  The  coming 
months  will  be  devoted  “to  looking 
around  and  seeing  what's  what,"  be 
says.  For  “personal  reasons”  he  has 
rejected  a  senior  ambassadorship.

Spokesman  Urban  also  stressed  the  his¬ 
torical  links ‘between  Poland  and  Israel,  as 
Poland  used  to  be  the  borne  of  millions  of 
Jews,  and  there  are  still  many  Israelis  who 
were  bom  in  Poland.  Polish  sources  also 
point  out  that  some  links  on  the  human  and 
cultural  level  were  nevdr  totally  severed.  . 

A  knowledgeable  source  even  plainly 
states  that  Polish  ruler  WUdyslaw  Gomul- 
ka  opposed  thefeevering  or  diplomatic  links 
with  Israel  in  1967,  but  had  to  yield  to  a 
“recommendation"  from  Moscow.  One 
may  wonder  how,  if  true,  this  can  be 
understood  in  view  of  the  major  role 
Gomulka  played  in  the  anti- Jewish  cam¬ 
paign  at  home.  But  then  many  Poles  com¬ 
bine  anti-Jewish  prejudices  in  general  with 
admiration  for  Israel,  which  is  dearly  seen 
as  fighting  an  uphill  battle  for  its  national 
existence.  This  is  something  with  which  the 
Poles,  who  have  fought  a  century-long 
struggle  against  two  mighty  neighbours. 
Germany  and  Russia,  can  easily  identify. 

Poland  is  no  superpower  and  has  no 
superpower  interests  in  the  Middle  East, 
“we  are  not  interested  in  every  single 
question  in  that  region,”  says  an  official  in 
Warsaw.  Today,  many  Poles  wold  like  to 
visit  Israel;  after  all  there  are  more  legends 
than  knowledge  about  the  Jewish  state  on 
the  banks  of  the  Vistula.  A  Warsaw  intel¬ 
lectual  asserts  that  cultural  and  artistic 
circles  are  readying  themselves  for  congres¬ 
ses,  meetings,  and  performances  in  Israel. 

Poland  is  still  suffering  from  a  severe 
economic  crisis  and  hopes  that  better  rela¬ 
tions  with  world  Jewry,  in  particular  in  the 
U.S.,  may  help  its  efforts  to  ease  the 
pressure.  American  Jews  are  perceived  as 
an  influential  group,  both  in  shaping  the 
policy  of  the  U.S.  administration,  which  is 
still  distrustful  of  the  Warsaw  regime,  and 
in  shaping  the  economic  behaviour  of  the 
international  community. 

‘  As  for  commercial  links  with  Israel,  the 
Polish  Foreign  Trade  Ministry  declined  to 
talk  about  tile  subject  with  The  Jerusalem 
Post  Unofficial  sources  spoke,  however,  of 
a  major  deal  for  exporting  coal  and  other 
raw  materials  to  Israel.  Such  exports  are 
vital  to  boosting  Warsaw’s  foreign  currency 
reserves.  Tourism  is  another  obvious  realm 
in  which  Poland  may  hope  for  market 
demand  in  Israel. 

LIKE  ANY  other  country  embarking  on 
the  road  to  increasing  links  with  Israel, 
Poland  had  to  face  Arab  pressure.  As  .the 
Polish-Israeli  negotiations  went  oa,  Libya, 
Syria  and  Iran  were,  according  to  reports  in 
Warsaw,  particularly  active.  As  for  the 
PLO,  it  requested  explanations,  as  one 
Polish  expert  put  it  in  an  apparent  under¬ 
statement. 

On  tiie  economic  level,  the  importance 
of  economic  links  with  Arab  and  oil¬ 
exporting  countries  has  diminshed  for  Po¬ 
land,  as  it  has  for  other  countries.  Still. 
Poland  tries  to  encourage  its  exports  to  the 
oil  area,  not  least  of  which  is  construction 
services.  The  two  major  Arab  buyers  of 
Polish  goods,  Libya  and  Iraq,  purchase 
between  them  some  3  per  cent  of  Poland’s 
exports.  Also,  intricate  questions  of  recip¬ 
rocal  indebtedness  between  Poland  and 
some  Arab  countries  await  a  solution. 

As  for  the  threat  of  Palestinian  terror¬ 
ism,  the  PLO  allegedly  is  bound  by  a 
decision  in  principle  to  refrain  from  terror¬ 
ist  attacks  in  Eastern  Bloc  countries.  Still  at 
Rosh  Hashana  services  in  the  Warsaw 
synagogue  two  weeks  ago,  the  Poiisb  anti- 
terrorist  unit  was  present  to  protect  the 
worshippers,  who  included  two  Israeli  di¬ 
plomats,  their  families  and  the  Israeli  work¬ 
ers  at  the  embassy  site.  But  then,  wasn't  it 
Lenin  who  claimed  that  while  trust  was 
good,  control  was  better?

The 
U.S.  is  ready  to  take  up  in  Geneva 
where  the  talks  in  Reykjavik,  left  off. 

Reagan's  top  aides  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  press  that  line  all  week.  But 
so  far,  their  efforts  have  met  with 
only  mixed  results. 

And  despite  this  public  relations 
campaign,  there  is  a  deep  sense  of 
despair.  Privately,  U.S.  offidals  sus¬ 
pect  that  Gorbachev  bad  indeed  set 
the  president  up  by  proposing  the 
mini-summit  in  Ireland.

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Five  years  ago  Israel  lost  a  leader  who 
became  a  legend  in  his  own  time . 
Michael  Shashar  looks  back  at  his 
deeds  and  thoughts. 
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SINCE-  Moshe  Dayan's  passing, 
much  -  has  -  been  said  and  written 
about  him  in  generalities:  a  man  of 
the  book  and  the  sword;  general  and 
statesman;  hero  and  poet;  warrior 
and  dreamer,  and  so  forth.  To  be 
sure,  ah  of  these  were  present  in  him 
in  full  enough  measure  to  describe 
more  .than  one  man. 

.  Yet,  here  and  there,  one  may  add 
to  the  mosaic  of  this  man  a  few  pieces 
from  the  unusual  and  almost  always 
|  impressive  experiences  of  those  who 

were  privileged  to  find  themselves  in 
if'  his  presence  in  the  field  or  in  the 
office,  in  times  of  war  or  periods' of 

peace. 

The  most  evident  feature  of 
Moshe  Dayan’s  personality  was 
something  most  rare, .charisma -that 
God-given -quality  with  which  only  a 
few  outstanding  people  are  blessed. 
It  could  be  said  that  “the  skin  of  his 
face  shone.”  that  he  was  made  of  the 
stuff  of  the  judge-saviours  who  trod 
this  land,  in  Galilee  and  the  lowland, 
in  the  mountains  and  valleys,  when  it 
was  first  taken  by  the  people  of  Israel 
for  the  tribes;  and  again  in  our  time, 
when  he  sought  ‘“to  breathe  the 
-  breath  of  the  past  into  the  ruins  and 
desolate  tejs  and  revive  the  Israel  of 
the  Patriarchs,  the  Judges  and  the 
Kings.-1'  (Dayan,  To  live  with  the 
Bible).  • 

.  Not  only  those  around  him  felt  it 
but,  it  seems,  so  did  he.  He  once  said 
to  me,  “I  can  hardly  recall  a  day  that 
the  name  ‘Dayan1  isn’t  in  the  pap- 
t  era.”  This  was  said  not  arrogantly 
but.  as.  a  simple. matter  of  fact  For 
many  years. be  bad  put  his  unique 
personal  imprint  upon  the  events  of 
our  lives,  on  tbe  image  apd  spirit  of 
the  State  (notajways  positively);  as

the  Suez.  Canal  at  the.  height  of  the 
.  War  of  Attrition  (1970),  deep  in 
thought,  for  he  was  not  one  for 
casual  conversation.  He  peels  an 
orange  with  his  round,  heavy,  far¬ 
mer's  hands  which  contrast  with  his 
face,  sensitive  despite  the  forbid¬ 
ding,  almost  frightening,  -black 
patch.  Then  gets  up,  and  smiling 
generously,  passes  it,  section  by  sec¬ 
tion,  to  the  young  girl  soldier  flying 
with  us.  Then,  he  goes  back,  and, 
without  a  word,  draws  into  his  cor¬ 
ner  for  a  short  nap  before  landing.  . 

There  is  tension  at  the  field.  The

Still,  here  is  an  incident  when  even 
Dayan,  the  real  expert  on  the  incon¬ 
sistency  between  word  and  deed  of 
the  Bedmn  -  was  led  astray. 

It  was  in  1969,  after  Katyusha 
launchers  aimed  at  Jerusalem  bad 
been  discovered  in  the  fields  of  Beit 
Sahur  near  Bethlehem.  The  area  was 
placed  under  curfew  and  Dayan  met 
with  the  sheikh  of  the  Ta’amara 
Bedirin  to  try  to  pick  up  the  trail  of 
the  would-be  terrorists. 

In  the  Oriental  pattern  of  hospital¬ 
ity,  coffee  is  served;  Dayan  begins 
with  a  polite  inquiry  about  the 
sheikh’s  fields  and  flocks  and1  soon, 
in  harshertone,  moves  on  to  ask  the 
identity  and  origin  of  the  terrorists. 
The  sheikh,  along  in  years,  places  his 
hand  on  bis  heart  and  replies  in¬ 
nocently:  “I  don’t  know;  how  should 
I  know?” 

“You  know  everyone  inyour  tribe 
and  you  know  who  they  are!”  Dayan 
demands. 

“I  saw  no  one  and  I  do  not  know.  ” 

“Don’t  tell  me  stories!  You  and 
your  people-  know  irnmediafriy  if  any¬ 
one  comes  into  your  territory.”  Day¬ 
an  counters. 

Then  the  sheikh  says,  “Shall  one 
man  sin  and  you  will  be  wrathful 
towards  the  whole  community?” 

The  conversation  between  the  two 
was  harsh  and  inconclusive.  We  re¬ 
turned  to  Jerusalem  and  Dayan  was 
not  in  a  good  mood.  Didn't  he  know 
that  the  Beduin  had  toyed  with  him? 
I  don’t  think:  so.  Yet,  the  next  day  be 
was  informed  that  the  sheikh  himself 
had  fled  ,  to  Jordan  because  he  had 
been  among  the  planners  of  the 
j^pmg^j^yu§ba attacks. 

■  ;T  ‘%^ont  Secrets^  ' 

GENERALLY,  he  spoke  with  the 
Arabs  as  he  spoke  with  the  Jews  - 
frankly  and  “without  secrets.”  For 
example,  the  following  exchange  is 
from  a  meeting  with  the  mayor  of 
Nablus  and  City  Council  members, 
who  were  complaining  about  the 
demeaning  attitude  of  the  soldiers  at 
the  Jordan  bridges. 

Dayan:  “This  bothers  me  more 
than  it  does  yon.  ‘When  a  servant 
Tules...1.” 

Haj  Ma’azouz:  “There  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  studying  in  Cairo  whose  parents 
gave  him  EL  5,000.  They  searched 
him.” 

Dayan:  “Do  you  know  what  Fatah 
did  with  trim?  If  my  son  were  study¬ 
ing  abroad  and  we  had  an  under¬ 
ground  movement,  I  wouldn’t  know 
what  they  were  doing  wife  him;  I 
have  two  sons.” 

Haj  Ma’azouz:  “We  know  your 
son  doesn't  agree  wtfh’your  ideas. . .  ” 

Dayan:  “My  second  son.” 

Haj  Ma’azouz:  “He  wants  peace 
and  you— war;”  .. 

- .  Dayan:  “My  son  is  not  fee  gauge 
of  what  I  want.” 

Can  you  imagine  such  a  frank, 
man-to-man  conversation  with  any 
other  of  Israel’s  defence  ministers? 

Lore  of  Country 

DAYAN  WAS  at  his  creative  best 
when  he  described  -  in  his  boo  k  To 
Live  with  die  Bible  -  his  attitude 
towards  the  flocks,  fee  cattle,  the 
people  and  fee  wars  of-  the  Bible. 
Not  only  fee  Tora  or  fee  ethics,  but 
fee  daily  life  of  the  Bible  interested 
.  him. 

Therefore,  even  though  his  hon¬ 
est,  emotional,  poetic  love  for  the 
Land  of  Israel,  its,  landscape  and  its. 
personalities,  is  impressive  and  ex¬ 
citing,  it  is  not  love  of  Eretz  Yisraei 
in  the  Jewisb-ethical  sense,  but 
rather,  much  more,  in  the 
Canaanite-pagan  sense. 

This  materialistic  love  befits  the 
period  of  the  judge-warriors  arid 
Dayan,  indeed,  was  as  one  of  them. 
He  was  not  of  the  Prophets  and 
Sages  who  sought  to  imbue  this  con¬ 
cept  of  love  of  Eretz  Yisraei  with  a 
very  much  deeper  spiritual  content 
beyond  its  basic  meaning:  patriot¬ 
ism.  Dayan  was  not  a  patriot  in  this 
sense  of  fee  word,  but  rather  a 
.  far-sighted  lover  of  his  land. 

“I  can  be  on  the  bank  of  fee 
Jordan  without  a  angle  Jewish  set¬ 
tlement  there  and  it  would  not  hin¬ 
der  me  one  whit  from  seeing  this  as 
my  land,  my  country,”  he  once  said. 
It  wonld  not  be  far  from  the  truth  to 
say  feat  in  these  words  he  expressed 
his  point  of  view  that  fee  land  of 
Israel  .was  dearer  to  him  than  fee 
State  of  Israel  which,  for  all  of  its 
importance,  was  a  means  and  not  an 
end  -  in  contrast  to  the  concept  held 
by  many  of  tboseiwho  founded  fee 
state  a  generatioirbefore. 

As  a  son  of  fee  generation  of 
Israel’s  founders,  Dayan  succeeded 
by  dint  of  Iris  personality  in  freeing 
himself  from  fee  almost  blind  adora¬ 
tion  of  thestate  which  was  character¬ 
istic,  for  example,  of  Golds  Mmr. 


•  His  was  a  nationalist-secularist 
world  outlook  which  be  expressed  as 
follows:  “Let’s  assume  that  partition 
had  taken  place  and  I  would  come  to 
Nablus  or  Shiloh  with  a  visa.  I  would 
feel  at  home  there  even  though  the 
political  boundary  was  elsewhere.” 
Here,  it  seems,  one  can  find  an 
explanation  for  his  political  thinking 
about  the  functional  division  of 
Eretz  Yisraei  in  which  he  saw  a 
chance  for  a  solution  to  fee  Arab- 
Israeli  problem. 

It  would  appear  that  he  pushed 
this  approach  to  the  limit  when  he 
told  journalists  in  1970:  “Whether 
Hebron  be.on  this  or  that  side  of  fee 
border,  I  see  nothing  wrong  in  hav¬ 
ing  Jewish  settlement  there,  either  as 
Israeli  ox  as  Jordanian  citizens!” 

In  general,  Dayan  believed:  “In 
Eretz  Yisraei  on  both  sides  of  -the 
Jordan,  there  is  room  for  two  states  - 
a  Jewish  state  and  an  Arab  state... a 
Jewish  state  in  character  and  popula¬ 


tion  and  an  Arab  state.. .we  must 
suggest  a  way  to  a  solution  of  the 
Arab  problem  in  such  a  fashion  feat 
they  [the  Arabs  of  fee  territories] 
shall  be  able  to  be  part  of  an  Arab 
state.” 

He  even  tried  to  give  his  ideas  an 
historic-philosophic  foundation:  “I 
attribute  no  material  meaning  to  the 
concept  of  ‘historic  right,’  not  even 
as  it  relates  to  the  Western  Wall  or  to 
the  places  which  Jews  built  wife  their 
own  funds.  Because  Abraham  came 
from  Aram-naharaim,  do  we  have 
the  right  to  tell  the  Arabs  to  leave? 
We  have  an  historic  connection  with 
Eretz  Yisraei  as  the  birthplace  pre¬ 
served  in  the  national  memory.  The 
nation  keeps  this  connection  alive. 

“Historically  speaking,  this  obli¬ 
gates  us  even  more  to  the  future .  The 
obligation  to  the  future  of  the  Jewish 
people  devolves  upon  your  blood 
and  your  bodies  [students],  that  the 


events  of  the  Holocaust  shall  not 
recur.  We  have  no  historic  right  to 
Sbarm  el-Sbeikh,  but  we  have  an 
obligation  to  the  future  to  see  to  it 
that  Israel  be  able  to  ship  oil  at 
Sharm.  Along  wife  the  past,  we  also 
have  a  responsibility  to  the  future  - 
and  this  is  the  reason  maps  most  be 
drawn:  Jerusalero-Israel,  and 
Amman-the  Arab  state.” 

From  this,  we  can  sketch  most 
clearly  Dayan’s  long  range  political 
programme,  a  programme  that  had 

S radical  value  and  which  has  tried 
ard  to  find  its  place  after  Dayan's 
death. 

Pessimist,  Not  Fatalist 

THOUGH  HE  was  an  admitted  pes¬ 
simist,  he  was  not  a  fatalist.  More 
than  any  others,  be  understood  fee 
heavy  burden  of  fee  state,  yet  he  was 
absolutely  ready  to  assume  and 
“lighten”  it  on  fee  path  to  peace. 


When  he  came  forth  wife  fee 
motto:  “Fear  not,  O- Jacob,  my  ser  ¬ 
vant,”  his  intention  was  not  to  com¬ 
fort  his  people  but  to ’say.  as  he  did: 
“How  will  being  afraid  help  you?” 
You  must  act,  work  hard  and  wn<  ,  e 
there  are  no  men,  try  to  he  a  man 
This  was  his  way  and  his  realistic 
faith  which  often  were  deliberately 
contrary  to  what  people  expected.  ’ 

Thus,  for  example,  he  paid  no 
heed  to  popular  sentiment  which 
demanded  the  death  penalty  for  ter¬ 
rorists  because  be  felt  feat  Israel’s 
long-range  account  with  fee  Arabs 
would  be  the  more  difficult  to  settle 
if  we  hanged  Fatah  members  every 
day. 

And  in  contrast  to  his  image  as  a 
general  who  delighted  in  battle,  he 
said  more  than  once:  “War  must  be 
waged  wife  common  sense.  One 
does  not  go  to  war  easily.  There  is  an 
obligation  to  preserve  peace  even  if 
it  be  shaky.” 


On  fee  issues  of  administrative 
detentions  and  blowing  lip  terrorists' 
homes,  be  was  much  more  careful 
and  liberal  than  fee  “experts”  and 
the  “professionals.'’  When  the 
mayor  ot  Nablus  complained  to  him 
about  such  detentions,  Dayan  pub¬ 
licly  told  him.  T  think  you  have  a 
case.  I  have  recently  begun  to  look 
into  it  and.  in  principle,  T agree  feat 
this  [the  extension  of  the  period  of 
administrative  detention]  should  not 
happen  unless  there  is  an  exception¬ 
al  reason.  I  have  asked  the  police  for 
all  of  tbeir  reasons  for  extending 
such  detentions  and  I  want  to  perso¬ 
nally  check  each  instance.  The  police 
are  going  to  have  a  tough  time  con¬ 
vincing  me.”  And  Dayan  often 
_ausc(f  fee  general  security  forces 
trouble.

EVEN  IF  everything  is  solved  be¬ 
tween  the  two  major  political  part¬ 
ners,  the  prospects  of  the  national 
unity  government  now  seem  worse 
than  a  week  ago.  It  is  really  doubtful 
whether  Shamir's  cabinet  will  be 
able  to  function  and  complete  its 
term. 

These  are  unavoidable  conclu¬ 
sions  of  an  analysis  of  the  source  and 
meaning  of  the  crisis  which  has  been 
wrongfully  ascribed  just  to  Peres’s 
will  to  find  a  proper  job  for  his 
successful  cabinet  secretary.  Yosri 
Beilin  is  not  such  a  poor  job  hunter 
nor  is  Peres  ready. to  risk  ms  personal 
credibility,  which  he  gained  with  so 
many  efforts,  just  in  order  to  place 
Beilin  in  a  high  position.  It  would 
make  no  sense. 

Peres  has  had  several  opportuni¬ 


ties  in  the  last  months  to  torpedo  the 
rotation  by  a  sophisticated  move,  if 
he  had  only  wanted  it.  He  could  have 
fired  Sharon  for  his  critical  state¬ 
ments  after  the  massacre  in  the 
Istanbul  synagogue,  making  it  very 
dear  that  Sharon  wouidnever  return 
to  the  national  unity  cabinet.  He 
could  have  agreed  with  President 
Mubarak  on  a  modality  for  Palesti¬ 
nian  setf-deternunatkm,  as  some 
observers  had  predicted. 

Peres  could  also  have  made  a 


THE  ANSWER  is  that  these  matters 
reflect  a  more  significant  one -  an- 
atmosphere  of  a  mutual  lack  of  con¬ 
fidence  and  suspicion  bn  the  highest 
national  level.  As  Shamir’s  foreign 
minister.  Peres  also  wants  to  control 
Israel’s  No.  1  embassy  -in  Washing¬ 
ton.  D.C.  With  his  loyal  roan  as  the 
ambassador,  Peres  will  regulate  the 
daily  contacts  with  the  U.S.  adminis¬ 
tration,  thus  enabling  him  to  keep 
the  diplomatic  initiative. 


.  Peres  could  also  have  made  a 
major  political  issue  out  of  his  differ¬ 
ences  with  Shamir  on  the  interna¬ 
tional  peace  conference,  or  even  on 
a  direct,  unconditional  Israeli  initia¬ 
tive  towards  the  Soviet  Union.  And. 
of  course,  there  was  the  Genera! 
Security  Service  affair,  in  which 
Peres  could  have  -if  he  played  it  in  a 
sophisticated  manner  -  pushed  Sha¬ 
mir  himself  out  of  the  cabinet,  thus 
evading  the  problem  of  rotation. 

But  Peres  did  none  of  these,  de- 


That  control  is  the  very  reason  for 
the  Likud's  absolute  rejection  of  this 
idea.  Shamir  did  not  agree  to  any  of 
the  names  Peres  presented  as  candi¬ 
dates  -  not  on  personal,  but  rather 
on  political  grounds.  He  does  not 
want  Peres  to  be  too  active  with  the 
highly  sensitive  issues  involved  with 
the  U.S.  relations,  including  the  re¬ 
newal  of  the  peace  process,  about 
which  there  are  significant  ideologic¬ 
al  differences  of  opinion. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Align¬ 
ment's  position  is  questionable  from 
two  points  of  view.  First,  the  control 
of  the  relations  with  the  U.S.  has 
caused  many  conflicts  between 
Israeli  prime  ministers  and  their  re¬ 
spective  foreign  ministers,  but  never 
before  has  a  designated  foreign 
minister  tried  to  force  his  prime- 
minister  to  make  appointments  on 
the  ambassadorial  level.  The  Israeli 
custom  is  Chat  this  is  one  of  the  few 


appointments  over,  which  a  prime 
minister  has  a  veto. 

Second,  the  - Likud's  position  is 
based  on  the  coalition  agreement 
which  fails  to  mention  the  Washing¬ 
ton  ambassadorship  as  one  of  the 
-conditions  for  the  implementation  of 
the  rotation.  Even  if  JLabour  has  ,a 
case  with  Moda’i.  there  U  no  case  at 
all  with  the  ambassadorial  appoint¬ 
ment. 

More  than  that,  there  is  an  un¬ 
usual  process  of  alienation  between  • 
the  Labour  Party  and  its  supporters 
in  the  diplomatic  service.  It  is  no 
secret  that  prior  to  the  1977  upheaval 
only  a  few  diplomats  were  Herut- 
niks.  The  party  .was  critical  ofMoshe^ 
Dayan,  and  from  time  to  time  even

“cleanring”  the  foreign  service  and 
appointing  Herat  activists  as  ambas¬ 
sadors  and  attaches.  At  the  same 
time,  the  foreign  service  went  slowly 
but  surely  through  a  process  of  keep¬ 
ing  in  line  with  the  new  government. 

When  political  appointments 
started  at  last,  some  newcomers 
were  absorbed  in  the  service;  never¬ 
theless.  the  image  of  the.  foreign 
service  remained  the  same:  a  highly 
professional  group  of  rivil  servants 
whose  political  sympathies  were  left 
of  the  Likud. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few.  the 
Likud  tenure  did  not  affect  their 
work,  either  in  tile  main  office  in 
Jerusalem  or  in  our  embassies 
abroad.

SUCCOT.  THE  Feast  of  Booths,  or 
“Tabernacles”  comes  as  the  final 
accord  in  a  succession  of  holidays. 
Rosh  Hashana  leaves  behind  foe 
outgoing  year  following  30  days  of 
the~month  of  EIul.  the  month  of 
repentance.  The  40  days  from  foe 
first  of  Elul  till  Yom  Kippur  corres¬ 
pond.  according  to  tradition,  to  foe 
40  days  Moses  spent  in  heaven  be¬ 
fore  coming  down  to  bring  the  Tab¬ 
lets  of  the  Covenant  for  foe  second 
time.  Those  are  therefore  40  days  of 
inner  tension  and  personal  re¬ 
trospection.  as  we  notice  the  years  of 
our  life  go  by.  Yom  Kippur,  the  Day 
of  Atonement,  summons  us  back  to 
at-onement  with  the  community  and 
the  God  of  Israel.  A  great  reconcilia¬ 
tion  takes  place  and  Succot  comes 
along  to  celebrate  it. 


“All  foe  days  before  Succot,”  says 
one  great  hassidic  master,  “we 
knock  on  foe  door  to  be  accepted.” 
On  Succot  foe  door  opens  and  we  are 
invited  to  enter.  We  are  again  resting 
under  the  wings  of  God's  protection , 
betzila  t Tmehemmuta ,  “under  the. 
shadow  of  faith."  - 

When  the  classic  sources  of  Juda¬ 
ism  say  ha-hag,  “The  festival.”  with¬ 
out  any  addition,  they  usually  refer 
to  Succot,  the  festival  of  festivals; 
foe  one  festival  whose  main  thrust 
and  focal  point  is  joy  itself.  The  joy 
of  arrival,  of  making  it.  “The  Feast 
of  Ingathering.” 

The  Zohar,  the  “Bible”  of  Jewish 
mysticism,  describes  this  special 
aura  of  Succot  in  foe  folio  wing  way: 

“When  a  person  sits  in  this  abode 
of  the  shadow  of  faith,  the  Divine 
Presence  spreads  her  wings  over  him 
from  above  and  Abraham  and  five 
righteous  ones  -  Isaac,  Jacob. 
Joseph.  Moses  and  Aaron,  joined  by 


David,  make  their  abode  with  him. 

“First  it  says  ‘You  shall  live  in 
booths’  and  then  ‘all  citizens  in  Israel 
shall  live  in  booths.'  (Leviticus 
23:42).  Why  twice  in  one  verse?  The 
first  refers  to  the  guests,  therefore 
Rab  Hammuna  the  elder,  when  he 
entered  foe  booth,  used  to  stand  at 
foe  door  inride  and  say.  ‘Let  us  invite 
foe  holy  guests  and  prepare  a  table' 
and  he  used  to  stand  up  and  greet 
them,  saying.  "Take  your  places, 
most  exalted  ■  guests,  please  sit 
down...’  He  would  then  raise  his 
band  in  joy  and  say,  ‘Happy  is  our 
portion,  happy  is  the  portion  of 
Israel...*  ana  then  he  took  Ids  seat... 
The  second  ‘you  shall  live'  refers  to 
‘ail  citizens  of  Israel*;  for  he  who  has 
a  portion  in  foe  Holy  Land  and  the 
holy  people  sits  in  foe  shadow  of 
faith  to  receive  foe  guests  so  as  to 
rejoice  in  this  world  and  foe  next.  He 
must  also  gladden  foe  poor,  because 
the  portion  of  those  guests  whom  he 


invites  must  go  to  foe  poor.'  ” 

While  the  spirit  is  soaring  high  to 
join  company  with  holy  celestial 
guests  who  come  from  above  to  sit  in 
foe  “shadow  of  faith”  of  foe  succa, 
Jewish  mystics  did  not  forget  the 
poor  on  this  earth,  handing  over  to 
them  foe  portion  prepared  for  foe 
sublime  guests. 

These  sentiments  of  foe  mystic 
penetrated  some  of  the  customs  of 
Succot  in  every  Jewish  home.  The 
succa  must  be  decorated  with  foe 
choicest  of  one’s  beautiful  objects.- 
Noy  Succa,  foe  mitzva  to  adorn  the 
succa.  served  as  a  tremendous  outlet 
for  foe  creative  aesthetic  drive  with¬ 
in  the  Jewish  soul.  One  generation 
would  pass  on  to  another  traditions 
of  arts  and  crafts  in  foe  decoration  of 
the  succa.  Above  all,  however,  was 
the  tradition  that  foe  nicest  of  all 
adornments  of  the  succa  was  a  poor 
wayfarer  invited  to  join  in  the 
abundance  and  joy  of  the  feast.

The  An,  Rabin  Isaac  Lnria,  the 
great  Master  of  Kabbala  (1534-1372) 
established  foe  custom,  based  on  the 
Zohar,  of  extending  an  elaborate 
invitation  to  foe  above  seven  “holy 
guests,”  each  one  on  one  of  the 
seven  days  of  the  festival.  Each  day 
and  its  special  guest-for-the-day. 
The  custom  is  still  prevalent  tpday. 
With  foe  addition  that  homes  would 
extend  the  invitation  to  foe  holy 
guest  and  bis  spouse:  Abraham  and 
Sara,  Isaac  ana  Rebecca,  and  so  on. 
THE  BOOTH,  which  is  the  succa.  is 
referred  to  in  foe  liturgy  of  foe 
festival  as  the  Booth  of  Peace,  or  of 
Reconciliation.  Indeed,  it  brings  ab¬ 
out  reconciliation  between  many. ' 
different  contrasts  and  polar  ten¬ 
sions.  Exalted  spiritual  guests  from1- 
on  high  are  seated  next  to  the  miser¬ 
ably  poor  from  the  rock-bottom  of 
society.  Moreover,  while  on  foe  one 
hand,  Succot  reminds  us  of  the 
wanderings  in  foe  wilderness,  on  the 
other  it  is  a  festival  of  the  land  par 
excellence.  It  is  a  temporary  frail  hut 
put  up  by  foe  farmer  in  the  field  at  the 
time  of  the  ingathering  of  foe  crops, 
but  it  also  represents  the  clouds  of 
glory  accompanying  the  Israelites  on 
their  way  out  of  bondage.  Succot  is  a 
remembrance  of  past  history,  tells  of 
a  people  in  exile,  outride  of  its  own 
home,  but  is  at  the  same  time  also  a 
powerful  reminder  of  the  return  in' 
foe  future  of  foe  “fallen  hut  of 
David”  (Amos  9:11)  the  kingdom 
and  the  Temple  (see  grace-after- 
meais  for  Succot). 


Not  enough  attention  has  been 

grid  to  the  fact  that,  according  to  the 
ible.  both  foe  First  Temple  and  foe 
Second  Temple  were  dedicated  dur¬ 
ing  Succot  (1  Kings  8;  Ezra  3: 1-5). 
While  dedicated  solely  to  Jewifo 
worship,  foe  Temple  in  Jeusalem 
was  also  to  serve  as  a  universal  in¬ 
spiration  for  all  nations  of  foe  world. 

The  festival-  of  Succot  overflows 
with  yearning  and  longing  for  foe 
Temple  of  Jerusalem,  which  was  foe 
centre  for  foe  celebration  of  foe 
festival,  in  numerous  joyful  man¬ 
ifestations.  In  a  poem  which  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  morning  ritual  of  foe 
first  day  of  Succot.  Bazar  Kalir,  foe 
•great  Hebrew  poet  of  antiquity, 
draws  a  comparison  between  Goers 
tabernacle  -  the.  Temple  in-  Jem-- 
saiem  -  and  our  tabernacle,  the 
festival  booth.  The  original  Hebrew 
verses  consist  of  six  stanzas  of  six 
lines  each.  The  following  selection 
(in  Theodor  H.  Gaster’s  translation) 
is  given  by  Rabin  Philip  Goodman  in 
his  festival  anthology:

IN  1980,  a  few  months  after  she 
returned  to  Israel  from  Washington, 
where  here  husband  bad  served  as 
ambassador,  Vivian  Diaitz  was 
asked,  by  a  friend  to  come  to  -  a 
luncheon  at  the  King  David  Hotel 
for  20  senior  citizens.

of  the  Interior  -  presumably  an  im¬ 
itation  Sir  Humphrey  without  Sir 
Humphrey’s  wit  or  sagacity  -•  had 
replied  coldly  that  it  was  up  to  the 
municipal  council  of  Umm  El-Fahm 
to  honour  the'  agreement  of;  1977. 
What  agreement?  Who:  signed  it? 
What  (fid  it  say?  Why.  (fid  non- 
compliance  involve  so  shocking  a 
retribution?  This  official  did  not 
deign  to  deal  with  the  allegation  that 
the  Arab  town  gets  20 per  cent  of  the 
budget  allocated  to  a  Jewish  town  of 
comparable  she. 

We  were  told  that  some  other 
nameless,  faceless  official  in  the 
Ministry  of  Education  said  that  die 
lack  of  schools  in  Umm  EI-Fahmbad 
nothing  to  do  with  his  ministry.  In 
the  name  of  sanity,  why  not?  There 
are  thousands  of  children  living 
there;  and  800 more  bom  every  year: 
if  their  education  is  not  within  the 
province  of  the  Ministry  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  who  is  supposed  to  supply  it? 

Nobody  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health-  The  reporter 
told  us  that  somebody  in  the  ministry 
had  told  him  that  miUions  of  shekels 
were  allocated  annually  to  health 
services.  Not  even  Sir  Humphrey 
himselfcould  have  thought  of  a  more 
bewildering  non-explanation. 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  we 
were  not  seeing  a  refugee  camp  in 
the  Gaza  Strip,  where  there  is  a 
certain  amount  of  ambiguity  about 
bow  enduring  the  government's  re- 
sponsxbffity  for  the  lives  of  die  people 
living  there  will  be.  I  can  under¬ 
stand,  although  I  do  not  condone, 
that  similar  ghastly .  conditions  pre- 


and"  Moriah  hotels.  Guests,  both 
Jewish  and  Arab,  were  chosen  with 
the  help  of  the  municipal  welfare 
department.  Moie  than  30,000  peo¬ 
ple  have  been  served  at  such  free 
luncheons.

vail  in  the  Gaza  camp,  without  any¬ 
body  doing  anything  to  remedy  the 
situation.  We  saw  this  in  a  previous 
Mabat  programme,  which  has  never 
been  rebutted,  so  presumably  the 
programme  was.  100  per  cent  accu¬ 
rate.  ■ 

But  Umm  El-Fahm  is  an  Israeli 
town,  well  within  the  Green  Line, 
and  its  inhabitants  are  Israeli 
citizens,  guaranteed  equality  under 
the  law.  Why  are  they  not  getting  it? 

The  programme  obviously  re¬ 
quired  -  demanded  - the  appearance 
of  the  various  cabinet  ministers  in¬ 
volved  to  explain  why  they  had  been 
so  derelict  in  the  fulfilment  of  their 
duties,  if  the  programme  was  cor¬ 
rect.  They  should  have  come  on 
television  to  explain  the.  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  an  entire  town.  But  we 
never  heard  a  peep.  Perhaps  tbe 
timing  of  the -programme  was  unfor¬ 
tunate.  They  may  have  been  so  de¬ 
sperately  involved  in  rotation  nego¬ 
tiations  that  they  had  no  time  to 
bother  about  such  trifles  as  sewage. 


sickness,  illiteracy '.and  land¬ 
grabbing. 

Yet,  it  is  not  too  late.  It  is  a  fair 
assumption  that  the  dust  of  rotation 
will  eventually  settle,  and  that  we 
will  once  again  have  ministers  of 
education,  health,  tbe  interior,  and 
an  extra  one  without  portfolio, 
charged  with  responsibility  for  Arab 
affairs.  When  that  great  day  comes,  I 
think  a  first  priority  must  be  for  these 
ministers  -  not  their  officials  -  to 
appear  on  Mabat,  and  to  explain 
what  went  wrong  at  Umm  El-Fahm, 
and  what  they  plan  to  do  to  bring  to 
an  end  the  evil  abominations  that  we 
saw.  so  that  the  New  Year  will  be  a 
happy  and  prosperous  one,  even  for 
tbe  unfortunate  Arab  citizens 
doomed  to  live  there. 

THE  TRUTH  is  that  many  Israeli 
politicians  and  uncivil  civil  servants 
adopt  a  neo-colonial  attitude  to¬ 
wards  tbe  Arabs  in  our  midst,  re¬ 
garding  them  either  as  unnecessary 
evils  we  have  to  endure  or  as  a  labour 


force.  We  saw  the  quintessence  of 
this  attitude  among  the  British  in 
Iran,  in  this  week's  episode  of  End  of 
Empire. 

Tne  Englishmen  and  English¬ 
woman  appearing  on  the  program¬ 
me  were  so  zany  that  they  could  have 
been  characters  in  an  Evelyn  Waugh 
novel.  There  was  Eric,  the  general 
manager  of  the  Anglo- Irani  an  Oil 
Company,  who  warned  the  British 
cabinet  in  1951  that,  if  they  did  not 
do  something  about  Mohammad 
Mossadegh  and  his  nonsensical  plan 
to  nationalize  the  oil  holdings,  the 
Suez  Canal  would  be  lost  within  five 
years.  How  pleased  he  was  that  his 
prophecy  proved  correct  to  the  day! 
Then  there  was  his  wife,  recalling 
nostalgically  that  she  and  Eric  only 
ate  alone  at  breakfast-time.  She  told 
ns  proudly  that  the  pecking  order 
determined  the  size  of  one’s  bunga¬ 
low  and  the  number  of  one’s  ser¬ 
vants. 

While  the  European  employees  of 
tiie  company  lived  in  such  style,  tbe 
70,000  Iranian  employees  were  pig¬ 
ging  it  in  Umm  El-Fahm-like  conai- 


ging  it  in  Umm  El-Fahm-like  condi¬ 
tions.  Nevertheless,  they  cost  the 
AlOC  too  much  money,  so  the  com¬ 
pany  imported  Indians,  who  would 
work  for  even  Ifcss. 

A  British  diplomat  explained  that 
they  kept  this  state  of  affairs  going 
through  bribery.  Everyone,  includ¬ 
ing  the  shah,  had  his  price.  At  least, 
until  ffie  snake  entered  Eden,  in  the 
shape  of  a  70-year-old  man  wearing 
pyjamas.  This  cad  was  Mohammad 
Mossadegh,  who  was  completely  in¬ 
corruptible. 


He  was  so  great  a  demagogue  that 
even  his  opponents,  although  their 
pockets  were  bulging  with  British 
bribes,  wept  during  his  qrations.  He 
was  so  shrewd  that  he  sold  John 
Foster  Dulles  the  idea  that  a  surren¬ 
der  to  the  British  was  tantamount  to 
an  invitation  to  the  Kremlin  to  take 
over  the  oilfields. 

Eventually  the  CIA  and  MI6  got 
together.  So  Mossadegh  was 
arrested  and  dunged  with  treason, 
and  tranquillity  more  or  less  restored 
to  bran,  although  the  British  had  to 
give  the  Yanks  a  huge  slice  of  the 
shares  in  the  company.  All  went 
merfy  as  a  marriage-bell  till 
Khomeini  came  along. 

Khomeini  is  so  ghastly  that  many 
people  may  think  that  the  Iranians 
were  better  off  under  the  British. 
The  great  problem  in  human  affairs 
is  that  the  elimination  of  one  evil 
does  not  create  paradise,  but  merely 
possibilities  for  another  evil.  But 
that  is  no  reason  to  put  up  with  the 
evils  we  have. 

THE  ADVENT  of  rotation  has  been 
the  catalyst  of  innumerable  jokes  in 
Israel,  like  mothers-in-law  used  to 
be  in  the  English-speaking  world  in 
tbe  old  days.  We  even  had  on  the 
Mabat  magazine  an  amusing  series 
of  nature  shots  devoted  to  .the 
theme. 

My  own  feeling  is  that  we  certainly 
chose  an  ideal  time  to  introduce 
rotation  -  a  couple  of  days  before 
Yom  Krppur.  suitable  for  beating 
our  breasts  and  donning  sackcloth 
and  'ashes.  But  this  is  no  place  to 


prophesy  doom.  There  is  an  instinct 
in  most  people  to  give  somebody  a 
sporting  chance  to  show  what  he  can 
do. 

So  l  will  only  recall  the  Chinese 
proverb  that  it  takes  a  long  time  to 
build  a  city,  and  a  short  time  to 
destroy  it.  f  am  considering  running 
a  book  on  how  long  it  will  take 
Shamir  to  smash  all  Shimon  Peres's 
accomplishments  for  tbe  economy 
and  peace.  A  week,  a  month,  a year? 

I.  most  admit  that  Shamir  made  an 
excellent  impression  when  be 
appeared  on  the  third  rotation  prog¬ 
ramme  Tuesday  night.  I  remember, 
when  he  first  became  premier,  be 
talked  in  so  reasonable  a  way  that, 
with  regard  to  his  alleged  ‘Terrorist 
past,”  I  wrote  that  he  reminded  me 
of  Byron’s  corsair,  “the  mildest- 
manner'd  man,  who  ever  scuttled 
ship  or  cut  a  throat.”  Subsequently, 
unfortunately,  the  pressures  in  his 
own  party  forced  him  to  rant  and 
rave  tike  tbe  worst  of  them,  so  as  to 
prove  that  he  could  out-Arik  Arik 
and  out-Levy  Levy. 

.  Now  that  he  sees  the  mantle  of  the 
father  of  the  people  dangling  before 
his  eyes,  perhaps  he  will  be  full  once 
again  of  sweet  reason.  Let  us  hope 
so. 

In  a  very  lugubrious  week,  one 
film  shone  like  a  good  deed  in  a 
naughty  world.  This  was  Friday 
night’s  Nine  to  Five.  This  was  so 
funny  that,  on  behalf  of  all  observant 
Jews  compelled  to  miss  it.  I  beg 
Israel  Television  to  show  it  again 
during  the  week.

David  Lloyd  George,  the 
fiery  Welshman  who  was  prime 
minister  of  Britain,  during  the  latter 
■half  of  Work!  War  I,  and  in  whose 
cabinet  the.  Earl  of  Balfour  issued 
the  "famous  Balfour  Declaration, 
promising  the  Promised  Land  as  a 
Jewish  national  home.

1938,  Kibbutz  Nir  David  was  found¬ 
ed  in  the  Beit  She'an  Valley,  named 
for  David  Wolffsohn,  who  suc¬ 
ceeded  Herzl  as  president  of  the 


World  Zionist  Organization: 

A  decade  Idler,  the  American  Jewish 
colonel,  David  “Mickey”  Marcus, 
who  came  to  fight  in  the  Independ¬ 
ence  War  and  was  accidentally  shot 
dead  by  a  Jewish  guard,  was  com¬ 
memorated  by  Mjshmajr  David,  a 
kibbutz  hear  Hulda  in-  the  interior 
plain.  ? 

.  Finally,  in  1955  Sde  David,  a 
moshav,  was  established  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  interior  plain.  It 
was  named  for  David  Zalman 
Levon  tin,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Rishon  Lezion. 


So  if  that  were  not  enough  to 
confuse  and  mystify,  we  are  to  have  a 
.fifth  David  settlement,  Kfar  David, 
to  join  the  ranks  of  the  unremem¬ 
bered  and  hard  to  identify  Davids- 
“You  namethem.  well  forget  them” 
is  hardly  the  way  to  honour  people. 

BUT  AT  least  our  five  Davids  have 
part  of  their  names  attached  to  their 
settlement.  How  about  the  vener¬ 
able  personalities  whose  settlements 
“identify”  them  only  by  their  titles. 

There  are.  for  instance,  two  neigh¬ 
bouring  kibbutzim  in  the  Menashe 
hills  with  Hashofet  (the  judge)  in 
their  name,  respectively  Ein  and 
Ramat  Hashofet.  No.  they  are  not 
named  for  t he  same  judge  and 
cloned  during  the  better-to-be- 
forgotten  period  in  the  early  Fifties 
when  kibbutzim  split  over  ideologic¬ 
al  differences. 

Ein  Hashofet  is  named  for  the  late 
famed  associate  justice  of  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court.  Louis  Dembitz 
Brandeis,  who  was  a  great  supporter 
of  Zionism.  Ramat  Hashofet  hon¬ 
ours.  if  that  is  the  right  word  for  so 
vague  an  identification,  another 
American  judge.  Julian  Mack,  who 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Zionist 
Organization  of  America. 

Our  name  givers,  or  ebristeners  if 
you'll  excuse  the  expression,  found 
even  better  ways  to  confuse  the 
memory  of  those  to  be  remembered. 
Perhaps  the  outstanding  example  is 
Kibbutz  Ein  Hanatziv  (Well  of  the 
Governor  or  Commissioner)  in  the 
Beit  She'an  Valley,  established  in 
'  1946.  We  may  be  forgiven  for  assum¬ 
ing  that  it  honours  the  first  British 
high  commissioner  (nalziv  elyon), 

.  the  late  Lord  Herbert  Samuel.  In 
fact,  the  above  Hanatziv  is  an 
acronym  for  the  Hebrew,  Harav 
Naftali  Zvi  Yehuda  Berlin,  who  was 
an  early  supporter  of  the  Lovers  of 
Zion,  a  Zionist  movement  in  East¬ 
ern  Europe  at  about  the  time  of 
Ben-Gurion's  youth. 

And  now  David  Ben-Gurion  is  to 
join  the  ranks  of  the  forgotten 
Davids.  Perhaps  now  that  Peres  has 
given  up  the  time-consuming  pre¬ 
miership,  he  may  give  dhe  matter 
second  thought.  Ben-Gurion,  the 
man  who  made  the  dream  of  the 
Jewish  state  come  true  and  who 
devoted  his  later  years  to  the  build- 
ingup  of  the  Negev,  deserves  better. 
“Kfar-  David  Ben-Gurion”  would 
add  only  four  more  syllables  for  us  to 
read  as  we  pass  the  moshav,  and  in  a 
few  years  would  prevent  the  other¬ 
wise  inevitable  statement  that  “this 
place  reminds  me  of  somebody  but  I 
can't  quite  place  the  name.”

The  inquiry  would  cover  com¬ 
pensation  for  all  executives  above 
the  level  of  deputy  general  manager. 

At  a  stormy,  six-hour  meeting  the 
committee  also  decided  to  extend 
the  scope  of  the  inquiry  to  include 
the  salaries  of  top  officers  of  com¬ 
panies  listed  on  the  Tel  Aviv  Stock 
Exchange. 

Bank  of  Israel  Governor  Michael 
Bruno,  who  attended  the  meeting, 
accused  certain  unnamed  figures  of 
inciting  the  public  against  the  banks. 
“The  banking  system  is  very  sensi¬ 
tive,  and  the  exaggerated  incitement 
of  the  public  against  it,  which  has 
gone  beyond  the  borders  of  the  de¬ 
sirable,  may  result  in  managers  re¬ 
fusing  to  manage  banks,"  he  said. 

But  Bruno  himself  also  came 
under  attack,  with  committee  mem¬ 
bers  accusing  him  of  “indifference” 
and  lack  of  action  concerning  the 
salaries  received  by  bank  managers. 
Most  members  urged  the  Bank  of 
Israel  to  deal  with  the  matter  de¬ 
cisively  and  fully.  Several  members 
expressed  anger  that  the  data  con¬ 
cerning  bank  wages  had  not  been 
provided  yet. 

Benny  Shaiita  (Likud)  said  it  was  a 
disgrace  and  an  outrage  that  the 
comittee  had  to  learn  of  the  bank 
wages  from  the  media,  while  the 
banks  refuse  to  divulge  the  details.

information  was  laid  on  the  table  and 
the  ‘holy  of  holies'  that  is  the  bank 
wages  and  all  their  benefits  be 


looked  into  once  and  for  all,”  he 
said.

Other  committee  members  sug¬ 
gested  that  Bruno  fears  of  going  into 
the  bank  managers'  wages  because  it 
might  draw  attention  to  the  wages  at 
the  Bank  of  Israel,  which  are  finked 
to  those  of  the  bank  managers. 

Meanwhile,  Tel  Aviv  University 
Professor  Arye  Globerson,' whose 
alleged  report  on  bankers'  pay 
amounting  to  $10,000  to  $25,000  a 
month  sparked  the  issue,  told  the 
committee  that  no  actual  report  ex¬ 
isted.  He  said  he  bad  only  conducted 
a  survey  for  a  book  he  was  publishing 
soon. 

Nonetheless,  he  said,  bankers’  un¬ 
official  benefits  often  add  up  to  more 
than  what  appears  ou  their  payslips. 
He  told  the  committee  bank  officers 
enjoy  more  than  70  different  kinds  of 
benefits,  such  as  shares  at  sharply 
reduced  prices,  salaries  paid  in  adv¬ 
ance,  entertainment  and  recreation 
fees,  health  services  and  housing.  He 
said  the  banks  maintain  '250  cars, 
although  they  need  no  more  than 
200. 

Globerson’s  presentation  was  in¬ 
terrupted  by  some  committee  mem¬ 
bers  who  accused  him  of  not  having  a 
report  or  any  accurate  data.

Early  in  bis  career  at  the  New 
York  Times,  journalist  Max  Frankel  ’ 
fed  up  with  the  copy-desk’s  butchery 
of  his  writing,  decided  to  reagn.  He 
had  a  long  talk  with  the  Tuner  legen¬ 
dary  James  (“Scotty”)  Reston,  who 
agreed  with  practically  everything 
the  young  Frankel  had.  to  say  about 
the  editing.  “But  Max,”  he  finally 
asked,  “think  of  the  platform.  Can 
you  really  give  up  the  platform?” 
(David  Halberstam,  The  Powers 
ThotBe.) 

Frankel  relented  and  stayed  on. 
This  week.  Times  publisher  Arthur 
Ochs  Sulzberger  put  an  end  to  long 
speculation  and  announced'  the 
appointment  of  Frankel,  36,  as  ex¬ 
ecutive  editor  of  what  is  widely  cons¬ 
idered  the  most  powerful  journalis¬ 
tic  platform  in  the  world.  On 
November  1,  Frankel  wfil  succeed 
Abraham  Rosenthal  as  head  of  the 
New  York  Times. 

Frankel  started  at  the  Times  when 
he  was  22  only  12  years  after  arriving 
in  the  U.S.  as  a  refugee  from  Ger¬ 
many  where  he  was  bom,  in  Gera,  in 
1930,  to  parents  of  Jewish- Polish 
origin. 

Between  1956  and  1961,  he  was  a 
foreign  correspondent  and  it  was 
during  a  stint  ui  Moscow  that  be  is 
said  to  have  uncovered  Soviet  Jew¬ 
ry's  pleas  for  emigration.  In  1972.  as 
Washington  bureau  chief,  he  won 
the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  his  coverage  of 
President  Nixon’s  historic  trip  to 
China.

Press  tours  Far ’a  security  detention  centre

The  grounds  of  the  Far’a  deten¬ 
tion  centre  were  oddly  quiet.  While 
the  authorities  led  a  rare  press  tour 
through  kitchens,  exercise  areas  and 
a  dusty  outdoor  pen  for  meeting 
visitors,  the  Palestinian  prisoners  re¬ 
mained  locked  inside  their  cells  so  as 
to  have  no  contact  with  reporters. 

Only  after  sustained  pressure 
from  their  guests  did  tbe  authorities 
slightly  relent  and  lead  reporters 
through  a  corridor  of  cells  where 
detainees  whose  investigations  had 
been  completed  awaited  transfers  or 
sentencing. 

Youthful  eyes  looked  up  from 
card  games  and  books  to  watch  the 
reporters  file  by  silently  -  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  no-conversation  rule 
laid  down  beforehand. 

Even  after  the  impromptu  cell 
block  tour,  tbe  one  thing  the  repor¬ 
ters  really  had  come  to  see  remained 
off  limits  -  the  rooms  where  some  70 
to  KJ  more  prisoners  still  under  in¬ 
vestigation  were  being  held  and 
questioned. 

•  “Even  if  you  were  allowed  in, 
what  would  yoa  see?  A  room,  a  table 
and  a  chair  -  that  wouldn’t  prove 
anything.”  pointed  out  Shmuel 
Goren,  coordinator  for  the  territor¬ 
ies,  who  accompanied  the  reporters. 
He  noted  that  if  someone  dia  indeed 
want  to  torture  prisoners,  he  could 
do  it  with  an  hem  as  small  as  a  pencil 
jammed  between  the  knuckles.

Goren  strenuously  denies  that 
Palestinian  detainees  are  beaten  or 
otherwise  tortured  and  humiliated. 
PLO  members,  however,  ore  trained 
to  raise  unfounded  allegations  of 
torture  for  propaganda  purposes,  he 
said. 

Such  allegations  became  an  issue 
again  this  week  with  the  release  of 
Amnesty  International’s  annual  re¬ 
port,  which  charges  that  security 
detainees  in  Israel  and  South  Leba¬ 
non  are  maltreated  and  that  their 
allegations  are  not  property  investi¬ 
gated.

on  as  frequently  as  they  want,  he 
said. 

A  staff  doctor  on  reserve  duty 
interviewed  by  reporters  said  he  did 
not  visit  the  investigation  cells.  In¬ 
stead,  prisoners-  are  checked  medi¬ 
cally  before  and  after  they  are  in¬ 
vestigated,  he  said. 

Bar  said  that  the  detention  centre 
can  hold  up  to  200  prisoners;  and  150 
detainees  are  in  the  facility  now 
because  of  the  recent  decline-  in', 
minor  security  incidents.  TTie  de¬ 
tainees  are  between  17  and  20  years 

of age. 

The  families  of  the  detainees  are 
notified  immediately  upon  their 
arrest,  and  can  visit  after  14  days  and 
even  eat  a  meal  with  them ,  he  added.  - 


UN  chief  changes  tune  on  S .  Lebanon  villain

UNITED  NATIONS.  -  Secretary 
General  Javier  Perez  de  Cuellar  has 
issued  a  report  on  Unifil  that  calls  for 
Israeli  withdrawal  from  its  security 
zone  in  southern  Lebanon,  but  does 
not  blame  Israel  for  recent  attacks 
on  Unifil  troops  in  the  area. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  a  speech  last 
month  in  which  Perez  de  Cuellar 
blasted  Israel  and  said  its  continued 


occupation  was  responsible  for  the 
attacks  on  Unifil  troops  in  the  area, 
the  new  report  notes  that  tbe  Hizbul¬ 


lah  terrorists  have  frequently  been 
cited  by  local  sources  as  the  cause  of 
the  attacks.  The  report  noted  that 
Perez  de  Cuellar  had  discussed  tbe 
attacks  with  the  foreign  ministers  of 
Syria  and  Iran. 

While  calling  for  Israel’s  evacua¬ 
tion  of  the  security  zone,  as  “the  best 
prospect  for  restoring  peace  in 
southern  Lebanon,”  the  report 
cautioned  that  “the  deployment  of 
Unifil  would  not  necessarily  put  an 


end  to  violence  in  southern  Leba¬ 
non,”  but  might  in  feet  increase 
hostility  towards  Unifil. 


^  Perez  de  Cuellar  also  noted  that, 
“Israel  has  legitimate  concerns  over 
the  security  of  its  northern  border, 
from  which  it  has  been,  and  stiD  js, 
subject  to  attack.”  The  report  said 
that  Israel  is  ready  to  give  “serious 
consideration  to  concrete  proposals 
by  the  UN  which  take  into  account 
security  for  [Israel's]  northern  bor¬ 
ders.”

Employers’  NH  contributions 
to  be  cut  to  pay  for  wage  hikes

Hie.  Treasuiy  k  planning  once 
again  to  reduce  employers’  contribu¬ 
tions  to  toe  National  Insurance  Insti- 
.tnte  to  compensate  them  for  the  com¬ 
ing  cost-of-living  allowance  payment, 
Finance  Minister  Mosbe  Nissim  said 
yesterday.  Nissim  said  the  move  aims 
to  ensure  price  stability. 

According  to  Treasury  forecasts, 
October’s  inflation  will  be  above  toe 
2.2 '  per  cent  mark,  driving  the 


cumulative  inflation  rate  since  May' 
to  above  7  per  cent,  toe  agreed 
threshold  for  the  payment  of  cost-of- 
living  allowance.  It  is  expected  that 
toe  tocrement  wfll  be  of  about  6  per 
cent  and  will  be  paid  in  November's 
salaries. 

The  Finance  Ministry  had  already 
compensated  employers  for  a  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  cost-of-living  increment 
last  April,  when  the  workers  received 
a  5.8  per  cent  allowance. 


Opec  makes 
progress 
on  accord 

GENEVA  (Reuter).  -  Opec  Presi-  ! 
dent  Rilwanu  Lukman  told  a  news 
conference  last  night  the  cartel  had 
broadly  agreed  on  defining  para¬ 
meter  on  which  new  oil  output 
quotas  should  be  based  and  on 
weightings  to  attach  to  these,  but 
one  of  the  13  members  has  reserva¬ 
tions  on  the  weighting  to  attach  to 
one  parameter. 

He  also  said  it  had  not  been  finally 
decided  whether  seven  or  eight  of 
the  parameters  now  defined  would 
be  finally  accepted  when  the  minis¬ 
ters  start  trying  to  fix  quotas  today. 

Asked  whemer  foreign  debt  was 
the  eighth  factor,  Lukman  said  only:

Pressed  to  confirm  whether  there 
was  broad  agreement  on  at  least 
seven  of  the  eight  parameters,  he 
said,  “'as  broad  as  you  can  expect 
under  present  circumstances... 

“We  have  ideas.  We  know  the 
parameters  that  should  go  into  a 
quota  computation..'*. 

Egypt  cuts  oQ  prices 

CAIRO  (Reuter).  -  Egypt  yesterday 
decreed  a  cut  of  60  cents  a  barrel  in 
its  October  oil  prices  in  a  bid  to 
maintain  exports,  following  reports 
that  Opec  had  so  far  failed  to  agree 
on  oil  production  limits. 

Egypt  is  not  a  member  of  Opec. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Egyptian 
General  Petroleum  Corp.  said  the 
price  of  its  top  Suez  and  Ras  Bahar 
blends  for  October  would  be  S  12.50 
a  barrel,  down  from  $13.10.

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LIKE  VULTURES  swooping  down  on  carrion,  the  Palestinian 
terrorist  gangs  have  rushed  to  claim  “credit”  for  the  attempted 
mass  murder  just  outside  the  Old  City  wall  on  Wednesday 
night. 

First  to  announce  its  claim  was  Yasser  Arafat's  “main¬ 
stream"  PLO,  broadcasting  from,  of  all  places,  Cairo,  to  the 
embarrassment,  so  it  seems,  of  its  host.  President  Hosni 
Murabak.  It  was  followed  by  Naef  Hawatmeh's  Damascus- 
based  Democratic  Front,  then  by  a  new-fangled  entry  which 
titles  itself  the  Islamic  Jihad  in  Palestine,  and  finally  by  the 
arch-assassin  Abu  Nidal. 

In  the  terrorist  accounts,  the  hurling  of  two -possibly  three - 
hand-grenades  at  Givati  soldier  recruits  emerging  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  families  from  a  swearing-in  ceremony  at  the 
Western  Wall,  was  converted,  into  heroic,  suicidal  battle  by 
Palestinian  warriors  against  the  IDF,  in  the  course  of  which 
scores  of  Israelis  were  killed  and  wounded.  This,  roughly,  is  tire 
version  of  the  outrage  that  was  transmitted  throughout  most  of 
the  Arab  world. 

To  Israelis  it  is  scarcely  a  consolation  that  “only1  ’  one  person, 
a  soldier’s  father,  in  fact  died  from  wounds  inflicted  by  the 
terrorists,  and  that  “only”  one  other  person  was  in  grave 
condition  yesterday.  The  fact  that  the  perpetrators  of  the 
clearly  well-planned  assault  managed  to  escape,  and  are  still  at 
large,  is  itself  reason  for  a  probe,  even  if  the  bloodbath  that 
must  have  been  intended  did  not  quite  materialize. 

The  army  is  promising  an  investigation.  This  is  fine:  provided 
the  investigation  does  not  confine  itself  to  the  predictable 
discovery  that  tighter  security  arrangements  should  have  been 
taken  at  the  parking  lot  near  Dung  Gate.  Hie  real  question  is 
why  such  tighter  security  arrangements  -  the  lack  of  which, 
particularly  at  night,  was  commented  upon  by  participants  in 
earlier  swearing-in  ceremonies  -  were  not  taken.  Especially  as 
the  reverses  the  terrorists  have  lately  suffered  in  the  West  Bank 
should  have  been  expected  to  elicit  from  them  a  more-or-less 
routine  terrorist  response. 

Wednesday  night’s  response  may  indeed  have  been  some¬ 
what  less  than  routine  because  the  terrorists,  long  chafing 
under  the  accusation  of  cowardice  in  aiming  their  guns  and 
bombs  at  civilians,  could  point  to  a  large  body  of  Israeli  soldiery 
as  their  quarry. 

In  his  instant  comment  on  the  attack  the  defence  minister. 
Yitzhak  Rabin,  virtually  ruled  this  possibility  out.  The  terror¬ 
ists,  he  thought,  had  had  nothing  on  their  minds  but  the  (tilling 
of  a  maximum  number  of  Jews,  not  necessarily  soldiers. 
Perhaps,  but  perhaps  not.  It  had  not  been  exactly  a  military 
secret  that  a  military  swearing-in  ceremony  was  going  to  be  held 
at  the  Western  Wall. 

k  One  lesson  from  the  outrage  that  does  not  need  to  await  the 
filing  of  an  investigative  report  is  that,  if  such  mass  military  rites 
must  be  held  at  such  an  exposed  site,  the  IDF  must  leave 
nothing  to  chance  in  protecting  its  men. 


THE  PREDICTIONS  of  inevitable 
war  mth  Syria  within  the  next  few 
■years,  postulated  by  senior  generals 
this  past  week,  may  be  exaggerated. 
But  that  does  not  automatically  ne¬ 
gate  the  potentiality  of  such  a  war. 

All  the  indications  are  there:  Pres¬ 
ident  Assad's  continued  commit¬ 
ment  to  massive  military  spending 
despite  his  country's  dire  economic 
straits;  the  bellicosity  of  the  state¬ 
ments  emanating  from  Damascus: 
the  continued  deployment  of  Syrian 
forces,  especially  anti-aircraft  mis¬ 
sile  and  ground-to-ground  missile 
systems,  in  a  manner  that  presup¬ 
poses  conflict;  the  government- 
inspired  messages  to  the  Syrian  peo¬ 
ple  readying  them  for  wan  and  the 
tone  of  ultra-Arab  Syrian  diploma¬ 
cy. 

Add  to  ail  this  Assad's  personal 
and  repeatedly  declared  determina¬ 
tion  not  to  go  down  in  history  as  the 
man  who  lost  the  Golan  Heights  (or 
“the  heart  of  Syria,”  as  he  calls  it) 
and  many  reasons  why  a  Iftnited 
conflict  with  Israel  would  be  m 
Syria’s  interest,  and  war  does  not 
seem  improbable. 

Notwithstanding  the  cogent  argu¬ 
ments  that  could  be  made  against  the 
Syrian  president's  deriding  to  take 
on  Israel  one-toone,  the  portents  of 
war  cannot  be  ignored  -  especially 
not  by  a  generation  of  Israeli  military 
weaned  on  the  catastrophe  of  the 
Yom  Kippur  War. 

The  message  coming  from  the' 
military  here  these  past  weeks  has 
been  clear,  albeit  with  variations  of 
nuance,  that,  logic  aside,  war  with 
Syria  is  not  only  possible,  it  is  prob¬ 
able.  Moreover,  given  the  gas- 
warfare  capabilities  and  sophisti¬ 
cated  ground-to-ground  missiles  that 
have  been  added  to  the  Syrian  arsen¬ 
al  since  1973.  that  war  could  be  more 
expensive  than  anything  Israel  has 
known  in  the  past. 

Yet  the  politicians  of  this  country, 
just  as  during  the  months  of  national 
self-delusion  before  the  1973  sur- 

trise  attack  that  left  2.838  killed  and 
,800  wounded,  and  cost  S7.1  bil¬ 


lion.  continue  to  occupy  themselves 
with  self-indulgent  party  maneuver¬ 
ing.  _ 

It  is  not  the  parochialism  of  the ! 
current  political  debate,  however, 
that  is  of  concern.  Israel's  deterrent 
capacity  can  sustain  a  few  days  of 
internal  political  bickering.  But 
Israel  cannot  do  without  states¬ 
manship;  without  a  coherent,  com¬ 
prehensive,  long-range  strategic 
plan  that  will  consolidate  the  de¬ 
ments  of  deterrence  and  make  it 
impossible  for  Syria  to  go  to  war. 
regardless  of  Assad's  current  inten¬ 
tions. 
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THERE  ARE  two  basic  pillars  upon 
which  deterrence  vis-a-vis  the  Sy¬ 
rians  is  based:  ensuring  that  Svria 
remains  isolated;  and  making  it  dear 
to  Assad  that  Israel,  not  Syria,  will 
dictate  the  limits  of  any  conflict.  The 
Syrian  leader  must  be  left  in  no 
doubt  that  what  he  may  have  in¬ 
tended  as  a  limited  “land-grab”  on 
the  Golan  could  end  up  being  fought 
in  the  suburbs  of  Damascus. 
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It  is  the  first  element  of  the 
strategic  equation  -  Syrian  Isolation 
-  that  is  the  imperative  one.  For 
despite  the  bravado  behind  Syrian 
declarations:  about  having  attained 
strategic  parity  with  Israel,  it  is  ob¬ 
vious  to  most  military  analysts,  in¬ 
cluding  Syria's,  that  while  a  one-to- 
one  fight  would  be  expensive  for 
Israel,  it  would  be  disastrous  for 
Syria. 


ALL  THIS,  however,  is  dependent 
on  the  assumption  that  if  war  should 
break  out,  Syria  will  have  to  stand 
alone.  That  asssumption  cannot  be 
taken  for  granted.  The  Iraq-Iran  war 
could  end  sooner  than  expected, 
providing  Syria  with  two  important 
potential  allies  on  the  eastern  front. 
Moreover,  there  is  no  guarantee  that 
the  current  state  of  peace  on  Israel’s 
other  borders  -  Egypt.  Jordan  and 
Lebanon  will  continue  indefinitely. 


An  added  reason  for  Assad  not  to 
become  involved  in  a  war  with  Israel 
that  could  result  in  the  destruction  of 
his  army  is  the  high  probability  that 
politically,  it  would  lead  to  the  end  of 
the  hegemony  of  Assad's  hated  Ala- 
wite  faction  and  put  paid  to  any 
Syrian  hope  of  continuing  to  prop  up 
a  pro-Syrum  government  in  Beirut. 

Given  these  realities,  he  is'in  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  remembered  not  only  as 
the  man  who  lost  the  Golan  Heights, 
but  as  the  man  who  also  lost  Syria  for 
the  Alawites  and  Beirut  for  Daroas- 


Israe!  has  no  control  over  the 
future  of  the  Iraq-Iran  war,  and  this 
country's  strategic  calculations  have 
to  take  into  account  that  it  could  end 
to  our  disadvantage.  Israel  also  has 
little  control  over  the  future  situa¬ 
tion  on  the  Lebanese  border.  But  it 
can,  and  must,  consolidate* the  peace 
with  Egypt  and  the  de  facto  peace  on 
the  Jordanian. front  -  and  this  is 
where  a  clear*  government  policy  is 
needed. 

Yitzhak  Shamir's  declared  poli¬ 
cies  do  not  indicate  that  this  will  be 
the  case. The  incoming  prime  minis¬ 
ter  is.  at  best,  blurted  as  to  his 
strategy  with  regard  to  Egypt,  and  all 
too  clear  in  his  policies  toward  Jor¬ 
dan  and  the  Palestinians  -  policies 
that  can  only  serve  to  exacerbate  the 


situation ,  not  consolidate  it. 

Unlike  his  predecessor,  Shamir 
has  a  closed  mind.  His  positions,  as 
expounded  during  the  year  of  tor¬ 
tuous  Taba  negotiations,  set  at  risk 
the  larger,  infinitely  more  impor¬ 
tant  goal  of  using  Taba  to  entrench 
the  peace  process  in  order  to  score 
minor  tactical  points.  His  obduracy 
during  these  talks  was  fuelled  not 
only  by  bis  constitutional  unwilling¬ 
ness  to  agree  to  any  action  that  could 
be  interpreted  as  a  concession,  but 
also  by  his  deep  suspicion  of  all 
Arabs  at  all  times.  Instead  of  seeing 
Egypt  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
pro- Israeli  equation,  he  continued 
intellectually  to  lump  Egypt  with  the 
enemy,  and  thus  jeopardized  one  of 
the  major  factors  in  keeping  Syria  at 
bay. 

IT  IS  ON  the  Jordanian  issue, 
however,  that  Shamir  could  do  most 
damage  in  the  two  years  and  one 
month  he  theoretically  has  at  the 
helm.  The  seeds  of  conciliation  were 
planted  during  Peres's  premiership. 
Given  his  personal  views  and  the 
expected  pressure  from  the  right 
wing  of  his  party,  it  is  hardly  to  be . 
expected  that  Shamir  will  allow 
those  seeds  to  come  to  fruition. 


He  will  surely  do  all  he  can  to  nip 
in  the  bud  any  process  that  could 
lead  to  having  to  compromise  on  the 
West  Bank,  and  with  it  aay  chance  of 
ensuring  a  permanent  state  of  non¬ 
belligerency  on  the  Jordanian  front 
He  can  also  be  expected,  again  as  a 
synthesis  of  his  own  philosophies  on 
the  use  of  power  and  pressure  from 
his  right  wing,  to  use  disproportion- 
ale  force  to  deal  with  any  provoca¬ 
tion  from  Lebanon  and  any  terrorist 
incidents  in  Israel. 

It  is  thus  with  trepidation  that  one 
looks  toward  the  coming  term  of  the 
national  unity  government. .  Two 
years  in  the  Middle  East  is  a  long, 
long  time.  Situations  we  take  for 
granted  now  could  change  as  quickly 
as  they  did  in  October  1973. 

If  the  current  stability  on  Israel's 
borders  is  allowed  to  deteriorate;  if 
there  is  no  active  Israeli  policy  to 
consolidate  the  unprecedented 
propitious  strategic  situation  that  the 
country  currently  enjoys;  if  no 
movement  at  all  is  made  oii  the 
Palestinian  question,  the  chances  of 
war  with  Syria  will  increase  dramati¬ 
cally. 

Assad  will  certainly  do  all  he  can 
to  ensure  tharthis  is  case.

Here  are  the  major  points  of  the 
18-clause  draft  agreement  reached 

yesterday: 

•  A  25-member  government  will  be 
established  with  Yitzhak  Moda’i 

serving  as  minister  without  portfolio. 

•  The  foreign  minister  win  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  naming  candidates  to 
the  post  of  ambassador  to  Washing¬ 
ton.  The  actual  choice  of  the  ambas¬ 
sador  w31  be  made  fry  the  premier 
and  the  foreign  minister  in  consnlta- 
tkm. 

•  The  premier  will  not  alter  the 
functions  of  cabinet  ministers  and 
deputy  ministers  without  the  approv¬ 
al  of  the  vice  premier.  (This  clause 
■was  stfll  under  debate  late  last  night.) 

•  A  decree  will  be  issued  or  legisla¬ 
tion  initiated  to  enable  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  deputy  ministers  who  are  not 
MKs. 

•  Items  proposed  by  the  vice  pre¬ 
mier  for  the  cabinet  agenda  win  re¬ 
ceive  priority. 


•  After  the  allotted  25  months  of 
the  Shamir  government  the  cabinet 
agenda  will  be  set  jointly  by  the 
premia'  and  the  vice  premier.  (This 
was  a  compromise  solution  to 
Labour’s  demand  for  a  mini-rotatioa 
at  the  end  of  Shamir’s  term.) 

•  The  mechanism  for  senior  civil 
service  appointments  will  be 
amended  and  will  require  the 
approval  of  both  premier  and  vice 
premier.  . 

•  Peres  wiB  serve  as,  chairman  of 
the  cabinet  committee  on  Jerusalem 
and  the  Negev. 

•  All  economic  issues  will  be 
approved  by  the  finance  minister  mid 
the  economic  minister,  or  by  the 
premier  and  vice  premier,  before 
being  brought  before  the  cabinet.

Of  course,  the  Negev  bas  been  short¬ 
changed  and  so  has  the  Galilee;  of 
course,  it  has  become  a  peripheral 
area  -  no  one  visiting  the  towns  of 
Yerobam  or  Mitzpe  Ramon  would 
deny  the  feet. 

There  have  been  wonderful 
achievements  in  the  Negev,  the 
Museum  at  Mitzpe  Ramon  not  being 
the  least  of  them.  If  the  Negev 
representatives  cancel  or  do  not 
participate  in  the  celebrations 
(which  will  undoubtedly  take  place 
with  or  without  their  cooperation), 
then  bow  can  they  show  the  public 
the  positive  side  of  living  in  the 
'Negev,  in  preference  to  settling  in  a 
hostile  area.  If  they  want  people  to 
come  and  settle  with  them  this  is 
their  chance. 

Our  English-speaking  Wizo 
groups  toured  the  Negev  and  met 
and  talked  to  many  people  living 
there.

Upon  hearing  this  news,  I  asked 
vi  Zur,  chairman  of  Bezek's  board. 


Zvi  Zur,  chairman  of  Bezek's  board, 
to  look  into  this  matter.  I  was 
assured  by  him  and  by  Zvi  Amid,  the 
managing  director,  that  about  80  per 
cent  of  the  subscribers  disconnected 
were  reached  by  phone  and  were 
warned  in  due  time  about  the  im¬ 
pending  disconnection  and  that  Be¬ 
zek  would,  in  the  future,  add  out¬ 
standing  debts  to  current  accounts. 


The  signatories  of  the  letter,  who 
described  themselves  as  generous 
donors  to  Israel  causes  -  $300,000 
yearly  -  said  they  would  now  divert 
their  philanthropy  to  their  own 
communities  abroad. 

An  internal  inquiry  by  the  Jewish 
Agency  showed  that  no  donors  with 
these  names  are  listed  on  the  records 
of  the  UJA  or  Keren  HayesocL  Nor 
docs  the  King  David  Hotel,  on 
whose  stationery  the  letter  was  writ¬ 


ten,  have  any  record  of  guests  bear¬ 
ing  these  names  on  and  around  the 
dfcte  of  the  tetter. 

We  must  assume,  therefore,  that 
The  Jerusalem  Post  in  this  instance, 
fell  victim  to  a  fabrication  by  un¬ 
named  persons  seeking  to  abuse  the 
liberal  policy  of  our  Readers’  Letters 
column,  which  is  designed  to  afford 
our  readers  wide  expression  of  opin¬ 
ion. 

We  regret  the  embarrassment 
this  bas  caused  the  institutions  and 
personalities  mentioned  in  the  aber¬ 
rant  letter,  and  the  damage  inflicted 
on  the  credibility  of  this  column. 

We  ask  our  readers'  understand¬ 
ing  for  measures  we  may  adopt  to. 
further  tighten  the  safeguards  we 
apply  to  prevent  such  victimization 
in  the  future.

(Continned  from  Page  One) 
cultivated  ties  wtrich'never  should 
have  been  cultivated.  They  were 
weeds.  Now  he  washes  his  bands  of 
any  connection,  and  says  he  only 
wanted  to  establish  links  with  our 
neighbours.  And  while  Kimche  was 
director-general  (1980-86),  the 
ministry  became Ti  willing  tool  of 
(former  defence  minister  Ariel] 
Sharon's  Lebanese  adventure,  part¬ 
ly  because  of  Kimche's  Phalangist 
predilection  [from  the  1970s]." 

Rafael,  who  served  as  director- 
general  from  1967  to  1972.  and  was 
in  the  foreign  service  from  its  found¬ 
ation  in  1948.  said  that  the  ministry, 
in  its  formative  years,  was  far  from 
the  "cocktail  dram”  institution  de¬ 
picted  in  Kimche's  TV  interview. 
The  ministry  spent  the  first  years  of 
the  state  “putting  Israel  on  the  map,” 
establishing  the  foundations  of  its 
relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world, 
establishing  ties  with  Diaspora  Jew¬ 
ry  and  raising  fends  for  the  absorp¬ 
tion  of  the  mass  immigration  of  the 
1950s,  said  Rafael. 

Rafael  added  that  despite  the 
primacy  of  the  defence  establish¬ 


ment  in  much  of  the  major  decision- 
making  in  the  formative  years,  the 
ministry  was  not  shunted  aside,  but. 
for  example,  spent  the  six  months 
after  the  Siam  Campaign  in  a  giant 
political  battle  that  assured  the  fruits 
of  victory. 

"Had  we  ended  the  war  by  with¬ 
drawing  together  with  the  French 
and  British,  Israel  would  not  have 
had  the  10-year  respite  daring  which 
we  built  up  our  infrastructure, 
absorbed  the  immigrants  and  rein¬ 
forced  the  army  (for  1967).'*  said 
Rafael.  “So  if  that's  10  years  of 
cocktails,  then  cocktails  are  miracle 
drugs.” 

Rafael  added  that  the  real  prob¬ 
lem  behind  the  ministry's  Being 
shunted  aside  in  major  policy¬ 
making  in  recent  years  was  not  con¬ 
nected  with  information  efforts  - 
how  to  explain  after  the  event  the 
bombing  of  the  Iraqi  nuclear  reactor 
in  1981  or  the  invasion  ofLebanon  in 
1982  -  but  with  the  feet  that  there 
was  no  ministry  input  beforehand 
regarding  the  actual  issues  at  stake, 
whether  or  not  to  bomb  or  to  invade.
